BOER GUN CAPTURED 


Sharp Fight With General Vil- 
jeon’s Command. 


ALL DAY FIGHT NEAR NQUTA. 


Gun Saved Under a Heavy Boer Fire 
—Taken at a Gallop for Throo Miles 
—Four Hundred Boers Repentedly 


Charged the British—Aid for 
the South African 
Colonies. 


London, July 31.—The War Office 
has received the following despatch 
from Lord Kitchener: 

“Gen, F. W. Kitchener, after a 
long chase of Gen. Viljeons’ comman- 
do caught up with it. A sharp 
fight ensued. We captured a pom- 
pom and 22 wagons, and took 32 
prisoners. The British had five 
wounded,”’ 

A Hard All-Day Fight. 

London, Juiy 31.—Details received 
here of what at first seemed an or- 
dinary skirmish between a British 
column and a Boer commando near 
Nyuta, July 28, show that a hard, 
all-day fight occurred, in which the 
British narrowly escaped the loss of 
a gun of the 67th Field Battery. 
Four hundred Boers repeatedly rush- 
ed the British position, killing Major 
Edwards and Gunner Carpenter. ‘The 
gun was limbered up and taken at a 
gallop for three miles under heavy 
fire. Five British were killed. 

Aid for Colonies. 

London, July 31.—The supplemen- 
tary civil service estimate asks for 
£7,013,910, of which £6,500,000 is 
required by the Colonial Office, as a 
grant in aid of the Transvaal and 
Orange River Colonies. Three  mil- 
lions of whis will be considered an 
advance to the colonies, to be repaid 
out of the first loans issued by them. 

Peace Negotiations. __ 

The Hague, July $1.—There is 
strong evidence that negotiations 
looking to the ending of the Boer 
War are progressing. 

Doctor Kuyper, the new Premier, 
is actively working on the matter, 
and it is reported here that Sydney 
Hollis, an-American who recently ar- 
rived here with a project of building 
a temple to commemorate the peace 
conference, was actually sent from 
Washington at Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain’s instigation to repre- 
sent England in the negotiations. 


Boston for Reciprocity. 


Boston, July 31.—The subject of 
reciprocity with Canada came before 
the Board of Directors of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, at the meet- 
ing yesterday. The Secretary of the 
Chamber, Mr. Preston, was directed 
to take steps to place in tangible 
form by petitions and otherwise, the 
desires of the business men of the 
different cities and manufacturing 
towns of Massachusetts for such leg- 
islation as will facilitate the ex- 
change of commodities with the Do- 
minion of Canada. 


Two Kioked to Death. 

Chesley, July 31.—Monday after- 
noon, Thomas Bugg, a farmer, near 
Chesley, was kicked by a horse in 
his own barn, and died from his in- 
juries in half an hour. Another sim- 
ilar case occurred in this village 
about 8 o’clock the same night. A 


farmer named George Patterson, 
from Sullivan Township, while hav- 
ing his horses shod at Mr. Gal- 


braith’s blacksmith shop, was kicked 
by a horse belonging to a Mr. Ac- 
ton, and died yesterday morning.

Quiet 
gentle care is all that is needed to 
gain their confidence and service. 
There are brooders built to-day 
that can be safely used for young 
chicks: but there are two sources 
of trouble that constantly endanger 
the lives of the growing chicks with- 
in the brooder, nelther of which is 
the fault of the machine, while both 
can be charged directly to those ia 


care of it. The worst of these is 
over heating, the other not warmth 
enough. When the brooder is 100 


cold, the chicks will crowd together 
in a corner and smother each 
other; when too hot, they lie about 
in dizzy stupor and die, or ar> so 
reduced in yigor from the effect of 
the heat that they dwindle and do no 
good. Both of these mishaps are 
the ouly drawbacks to using brood- 
ers; both may be ayoided.

A Nebraska Sod Mouse. 
On the grounds of the Pau-Ainerl- 
ean Exposition is a reyrodnction of 
a type of farm-house common in the 
early days of the West.

A Good Calf Muzzie-

The men 
belong to a schooner called Ohio, 
hailing from Great Bank, Fortune 
Bay, and say they left the schooner 
in a fog to pick up their lines and 
could not find their way back.

THE PORK MARKET. 


The high prices that have raled 
for live hogs this year have greatly 
stimulated the raising of this class 
of stock for the export market. It 
would be impossible to state ina 
wore all the conditions that have 
contributed to the maintenante of 
the inflated market during recent 
months, and lt Is very-evident that 
these conditions cannot last for- 
eyer. Raisers of live stock must ve 
prepared, therefore, for a turn that 
will mean a decline from the present 
ruling of .the market. The Eng- 
jish market has showo decidedly - 
weak tendencies, and a lowering of 
prices there would oot cause apy. 
surprise. This would mean an jo= 
eyitable drop in tbe prices of five 
hogs here. In general terms, this is 
the present condition of the mar- 
ket. x eae h| 

The point to which -we desire to { 
draw the special attention of the 
farming community is that’the sat- 
isfactory prices could nol have beea 
maintained had not the Canadian 
bacon, on account of its excellent 
quality, found favor withthe Eng- 
lish consumers. That means that 
the farmers haye been alive to their, 
own interests and have raised the 
article that has been in deman d in 
England. A few years ago, the, re- 
sult that has been achieved this year 
would haye been impossible; simpiy 
because the farmers of this country 
did not raise the class of logs that 
are suitable for the export trade. 
Some of the pork packers undertook 
to educate the farmers in this re- 
gard, taking the ground that the in- 
terests of the packers and of the 
farmers were identical in their’ en- 
deavors to meet the exacting’ de- 
mands of the English peopte. © At 
that time a few of tle’ breeders of 
stock sere under the impre 
that the new ideas which the pac 
were advocating were simply

Cold Storage Facilities. 

Buyer Flayelle said he did not want 
any misconception to exist in con- 
nection with the storage of clieese 
in his firm’s cold storage warehouse. 
Tlaving room to spare he had placed 
it at the disposal of a number of 
factoriee during the hot weather for 
a@ nominal consideration. It was not 
intended that.the fact should in any 
way interfere with the rules of the 
Board. and buyers were free to in- 
gpect the cheese in the warehouse 
aud to load cars there in order to 
saye the cost of carlage. 

Cold Air Dacts. 

President Robertson asked Mr. 
Kennedy, sajesman for Dunsford fac- 
tory, liow he liked the air duct re- 
cently put in ‘to cool the curing 
roo:n, and the repiy was “first rate 
—the temperatare is down to 70 de- 
grees or ten below the normal.” 

Mr. Bredin, of Bobcaygeon fac- 
tory. said he believed the air duct 
added to that factory was not all 
it might be. Certainly the tempera- 
ture was much higher than that 
quoted by Mr. Kennedy, which was 
probably owing to the tile being too 
small, and the standpipe having no 
wind vane. 

Mr. Playelle—“What is the prin- 
ciple of the cold air duct? Is the 
air cocled by passing along tlie 
buried pipes ?” 

Mr. Bailey—“Yes, and if the stand- 
pise is feet away, instead of 75, 
as at Bobeaygeon, it will be all 
the better. The pure air taken in 
through the standpipe is carried %o 
the curing room through three or 
four iines of tile, and is cooled dur- 
ing ite underground journey.” 

Another sp2aker temarked that the 
Col-g: authorities recommended 
that the standpipe be placed 150 
feet distant, and also advised that 
the larger the number of tiie Jines 
laid the cooler would be the air furn- 
ished. 

Mr. Bailey—“Some up-to-dat2 fac- 
torics have the cool air distributed 
to varioue parts of the curing room.

Another and Larger Dranch,

family. Father Christian, the head 
of the Canadian branch had four 


brothers and five sisters—descend- 
ants of Peter, who came originally 
from Switzerland, — and these re- 
mained behind in Pennsylvania, and 
from these there are said to be, 10,- 
00G descendants living in the United 
States.

One 
of these died in infancy, and another 
married but had no children. Full 
duty was, however, performed by 
the other 13. These all had families 
—ranging from one to fourleen 
threc of them having 14, 10 and 9, 
respectively. From dJchn there havo 
descended since 1804 no less than 
19& great-grandchildren,, and 63 
freat-grent-grandchildren.

MR. REDMOND CALLS FOR POLICE 


‘This Was Held to Be Disorderly—Patrick 
O’Brien Was Also Named By the 
Spenker—The Interruption Oceur- 
red on the Conclusion of the 
Agricultural Proporty Tax- 
ation Debate—Bill Adepted. 


London, July 80,—There was a 
wild uproar in the House of Com- 
mons between 1 and 2 o'clock at the 
conclusion of the debate on the taxa- 
tion of agricultural property. 

Conservatives interrupted Mr. Wal- 
ton, Liberal, with cries of ‘‘Divide.’’ 
William Redmond, on a point of or- 
der, called the attention of tho 
Speaker to the interruptions, but the 
Speaker ruled that the point was 
not well taken. 

Mr, Walton resumed, but quite in- 
audibly, owing to the persistent cries 
of ‘'Divide.’’ 


Mr. Redmond shouted: ‘Police! 
Police!"’ R 
The Speaker said this expression 


was disorderly. 

Mr, Redmond: ‘‘Why don’t you keep 
order?”” 

The Speaker directed him to leave 
the House and named him. Mr. Bal- 
four, the government leader, moved 
Mr. Redmond’s suspension, and this 
was carried by a vote of 303 to 71. 

Patrick O’Brien persisted in the 
same point of order and was in turn 
named ond suspended.

“COMMITTEE OF ENCASHMENT." 


How China Has to Pay the Interest and 
Principal of Indemnity. 


Washington, July 380.—Despatches 
received by cable from Mr. Rockhill, 
the United States Special Commis- 
sioner at Pekin, set out some of the 
details of the financial arrangement 
respecting the indemnity not hereto- 
fore disclosed. He reports that the 
interest of the indemnity began to 
run on July 1 of this year, and the 
payments will become due semi-an- 
nually, the first to be met Jan. 1 
next. 

China will be allowed three years 
before making the first payment, on 
account of the principal of the in- 
demnity. The moneys, both on ac- 
count of principal and interest, will 
be received by a financial committee, 
located at Shanghai, to be known as 
the ‘‘Committee of Hncashment.” 
This will be composed of the heads 
of foreign banks at Shanghai, se- 
lected by the government interested 
in the payments. The committce is 
to distribute the funds turned in by 
the Chinese Government among the 
various powers in proportion to the 
interest payments Gue them. 


Will Stay in China. 


London, July 30—The Shanghai 
correspondent of The Globe cabling 
yesterday says: 

The assurances given in the House 
of Commons (July 23) by Lord 
Cranborne, the Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, that the French and German 
troops are only temporarily here, 
are fefuted by the fact that both 
nationalities are erecting massive, 
permanent barracks, which will take 


two years. to complete, indicating 
that many years’ occupation are 
contemplated, 


Boxers Break Out Again. 


Shanghai, July 29—The North 
China Daily News announces that 
their has been a recrudescence of out- 
breaks by the Boxers in the Province 
of Shan Tung, in consequence of the 
success of the allied villagers in Chi 
Li Province, against the troops of 
Li Hung Chang.

AID GRANTED TO RAILWAYS 


What our Lines Have Cost in Grant, 
Loans and Bonuses. 2 

In connection with the investiga- 
tion at present being conducted hy 
Prof. MeLean as to railway rates, 
the following figures prepared by 
Mr. George Johnston, Dominion Sza- 
tistician, are of interest; 

The Dominion of Canada has grant- 
ed in’ bonuses to railways, $90,038,- 
578, and 39,725,130 acres of land. 

Of the bonuses the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway received 25,060,009 
acres of land and $62,742,816 in 
money, the remainder, botn of acres 
and of doilars being divided among 
various other railways. ° 

Tne several provinces bonussed the 
Tailways to the amount of 328,700,- 
the 
amount of $12,141,086, making a 
total cash bonusing of $130,879,915. 

In addition, loans were made to 
the extent of $24,346,800, of Which 
$15,964,533 was by the province of 
Uanada before Confederation to the 
Grand Trunk Kailway, the amount 
being taken over by the Dominion 
as one of ghe assets of the proyiace. 

Subscriptions for shares or bonds 
by tle provinces and tlie municipa 
ties amount to $3,064,500, tle Do- 
mmion never indulged in that form 
of assistance. t 

The cost cf the Tntercolonial Raul- 
way and connected branches (not in- 
cluded in the above) was $60,006,192. 

The total cash outlay for railways 
by the Dominion, is $166 008,303 - by 
the provi $33,905,207, aud 
the municipalities, $18 S97, mak- 
ing in all a cash aid of $218)297,407. 
The Dominion aid is nearly 16 per 
cent. of the whols capital invest- 


ed in railways, .be Provincial gov-

This system hue 
been employed experimentally in a 
number of towns, and the underwrit- 
ere believe that the results justify 
its adoption on a much larger scale. 
A key rating will be given to each 
town, as in the past, based largely 
on the fire appliances and the 
amount of losses previously sustain- 
ed there. Each building must pay 
according to its character from an 
underwriter’s point cf view. There 
will be a standard building, and 
variations from that standard will 
entail like yariations from the stand- 
ard premium. If any building is de- 
ficient in wall or floor thickness, so 
conts will be added to the rate. 
Light walls, unprotected skylights, 
greal height or size of buildings, 
unfavorable classes of stock, will be 
charged up against the building.

‘The supply is, however, nearly 
exhausted, and application was made 
to Chicago, with the result stated. 
Unless the Pasteur Institute obtains 
vaccine very soon the inoculation of 
! cattle in Stormont County will have 
to be temporarily suspended. The 
disease has not only appeared in 
! Stormont County, but also in Rus- 
| | sell County at Vars. A veterinary 
surgeon is now at cach place putting 
in force all the precautions which the 
situation calls for. It was reported 


that anthrax had developed at 
| Troquois, but the disease now turns 
out to be black leg, which is nearly 
as bad.

“Phe Amalgamated Association 
Will recede from its demand that all 
the sheet steel mills be put upon a 
union basis. The mills that have not 
been organized under union rules will 
so remain. 

“On the other hand, the corpora- 
tion will agree to pay a specific 
scale of wages in all mills, union and 
non-union, controlled by the Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel Company, though 
all non-union mills shall remain open 
alike to men with or without union 
cards.’”

A Pair of Victoria Pioneers. 
Under the above heading The Globe 
of July 20th had the following: 
“In this fesoe of The Globe we give 
the portrait of a pair of the cariy 
pioneers of Victoria County, Mr. and 
Mre. John Minthorn, of Oskwood, 
Mar.posa township. Mrs Minthorn 
was born in the State of New York, 
and emig: cl with lier parents to 
Canada, (U. E. Loyalists), and settted 
in the Bay of Quinte district, where 
they lived for several years. After- 
wards they settled in the township of 
Mariposa, south-west of Little Bri- 
tain, then a dense wilderoe Sha 
predeceased he venerable partner 
by nearly 18 years. John Minthorn 
was born on Yonuge-s:.. north of Lor- 
onto, on the J4th day of December, 
3812. and died on May 25th, 1901. 
He lived in York county with his 
parcuts, who were also U. E. Loyal- 
jets up to 1535, when he moved to 
the township of Mariposa. here he 
resided until the year 1683. Whien 
Mre. Minthorn died he left the liome- 
stead to his son, A L. Minthorn, 
who still resides on it, and went to 
live with his other son, A. E. Min- 
thors. of Powles’ Corners, on an- 
other of his farms, where he lived 
until his death. His sons were:

White, 85,410.

There were 777 deaths among the 
whites in the camps, the list includ- 
ing 576 children. The deaths among 
the colored persons numbered five.

Cape Town, July 24—It is report- 
ed that Gen. Delarey» has informed 
the Klerksdorp commando that there 
is no longer any chance of European 
intervention, and that they must 
fight the war out to the bitter end 
entirely on their own account.

International Limited Plays Hav- 
oc With Freight Cars. 


NO ONE SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


A Narrow Escape for Trainmen and Pas- 
sencers—Hlow the Accident Occurred at 
Toronto—The Mile-a-Minute Train 
Capably Hundled—An Awfal 
Crash When the International 
Overtook the Yard Freight. 


Toronto, July 27—The Grand 
Trunk Railway crossing at Hastern 
avenue was the scene yesterday af- 
ternoon of a collision which was at- 
tended by considerable damage to 
rolling stock and in which several 
people narrowly escaped with their 
lives. Yesterday it was decided to 
move some old cars from one siding 
to another siding. The work of re- 
moving the cars was commenced 
about 3.00 o'clock, and was being 
performed by a crew from the local 


yards when the accident occurred. 
Yard Engine No. G57, in charge of 
Engineer Tutton, was backed into 


the siding and was coupled to the 
cars and the removal commenced un- 
der the direction of Yardman O'Den- 


aghue. In pulling out ci the sidin, 
the train réacicd the main lin 


tracks, and after Clearing it 
menced shunting the cars to 
other siding. 

About this time the International 
Limited from Monzreal, due to ar- 
rive at 4:15 ofclock at the Union 
Station, was head to whistle and 
thén rapidly appronching. The train | 
of cars was on the same tracks as 
the “flyer,” and Engineer [lutton, 
realizing his position, decided to try 
and make the siding where he wos 
to leave the empty cars. Hardly 
had, the freight train started’ to 
move when around the bend appear- 
ed the flyer, coming fast. 

Engineer Ireland, in charge of the 
International Limited, quickly took 
in the situation,-and at once reyers- 
ed and applied the air brakes. He 
Was then less than 100 yards from 
the freight train, and although 
slackening up he knew that a colli- 
sion was unavoidable. 

Engineer Hutton opened wide the 
throttle of his engine and uttempt- 
ed, if possible, 10 reach the siding 
and get clear of the main line. 

Despite all efforts of Engincer Ire- 
land his train still ran on, and when 
just at the crossing crashed jijto the 
locomotive attached to the freight 
cars with tremendous foree, All was 
excitement. Passengers on the “fly- 
er’ were thrown out of their seats, 
both engines were off the tracks, and 
seven of the freight cars were thrown 
down the enbankment. ‘The crash 
was heard for many blocks and soon 

eople were hurrying 10 the wreck 
rom all points. 

Notwithstanding the danger the 
crews of both engines r ined at 
their posts until the collision. Pas- 
Sengers made hasty exits from the 
the coaches, somo ‘crawled through 
the windows and others gnined an 
entrance through the Joors. Inside 
of a few moments all passengers had 
left the cars, 

The force of the collision threw 
one freight car over another, break- 
ing one in two parts, leaving the 
trucks of several and tossing one on 
top of the house occupied by the 
gate man at the crossing, and carry- 
ing it down the embankment. ~ 

The engine on the freight train 
had broken away in the collision, 
and was badly damaged. The front of 
the locomotive on the ‘‘flyer’’ was 
also demolished, but the passenger 
cars remained on the tracks. 

Word was sent to the Toronto 
yards, and soon a wrecking train 
was at the scene. About 9 o’clock the 
tracks were cleared, and the line was 
once more open for ttaflic. It was ne 
cessary to replace two rails, which 
were twisted out of place. 

The damage occasioned by the col- 
Vision will be considerable. The seven 
freight cars wrecked will be a com- 
pleto loss, excepting the trucks, 
which will be saved. The other dam- 
age was done to the two engines, 
rails and gate man’s house.

TRACKMEN’S STRIKF. 


An Interview With the C. P. FR. ° 


General Manager. 


INFLUENCE ON WESTERN CROPS ' 


Strike May Prove Injurious to the Farm-

cerning the trackmen's striké in the 
west, General Manager McNicol] said 
yesterday: 

“As matters stand just now, the 
trackmen’s strike in the old pro- 
vinces is practically over, but in 
Manitoba and the Territories our old 
trackmen who want to go back and 
the new men whom we are employ- 
ing are intimidated and driven off at 
many points. The intimidation is 
carried on by a few strikers whom 
nothing” can satisfy, and by irre- 
persons in the smaller 
towns, who, I am Sire, in no way 
represent the true state of public 
opinion. | Then again meetings are 
being held,-and wild resolutions pass- 
ed by the irresponsible persons, 
which are télegraphed all over the 
continent to the immense injury of 
Manitoba, outsiders being led to be- 
lieve that this part of the Domin- 
ion is in a state of anarchy, and 
that it will be impossible to get the 
present magnificent crop to market. 
The intimidation to which our track- 
men are subjected extends to other 
labor which we are bringing in, the 
upshot being that we are prevented 
from building certain branch lines 
and extensions that are sorely need- 
ed. I venture to think that if the 
farmers and stock keepers at the 
places referred to would calmly re- 
fiect on the situation, they would 
perceive that they are quite as much 
interested in getting the strike set- 
tled in order that the crop may be 
promptly moved and the general 
business of the country.handled as 
it ought to be in this period of pros- 
perity.””

INSURRECTION IN MANCHURIA. 


Whole Province in State of Unrest and 
Many Chinese Killed. 


Victoria, B. C., July 27. —Advices 
from the Orient by the steamer Duke 
of Fife include details of a rising in 
Manchuria, The whole province of 
Shing Kung is in a state of insurrec- 
tion, rebels are pillaging, burning 
and killing, and whole villages have 
been burned. The Russian forces are 
entirely inadequate to maintain or- 
der. Several thousand rebels’ have 
Possession of Antung and Kiu Lien 
Ching. Chinese insurgents crossed 
the border into Corea, but were driv- 
en back by the Corean troops. 

The pirates, who recently appeared 
along the coasts of Shang Tung and 
Liac Tung, were pursued by a Chin- 
ese transport, and a number of 
them were decapitated. 

The Russians have despatched a 
force from Hai Cheng to attack the 
insurgents.

During a hot spell ex- 
tra food is not necessary, because 
there 15 no need for Increased calorix 
nutrition, therefore ouly a very, 
small quantity of substantial nutri- 
ment is necessary to maintain the 
ordinary energy required. Light 
and easily digested foods shoul be 
employed. The heartier yiands 
shouki be discarded as far as pos- 
sible, and plain foods, which are the 
natural substitutes, employed. Ow-=- 
ing to increased evaporation the sys- 
tem demands more liquids, and the 
best refreshment is pure, plain wa- 
ter. Spirituous lquors—which men 
take in winter to raise the cemper- 
ature and in summer to reduce it — 
are worse than useless. They mere- 
ly produce a temporary and illusive 
stimulation which is quickly followed 
by a greater depression. It is a 
well estabilshed fact that the intem- 
perate Are more liable to sunstroks, 
and other forms of prostration due 
to heat, than the temperate. Ire- 
chilled water is preferable to iced 
water Carbonated waters, next 
to pure water, are the best laquid 
refreshment. In summer our food 
and drink should therefore be of the 
elinplest kinds. r

FIELD AND RETURN, VIA 
LINDSAY. 

The Round of the Kawartha Lakes—An 
Epjoyable Outing tor Those at the 

Point 


The beauties of the Kawartha 
Lakes are perhaps wowhere more 
thorouglily appreciated than by 


fortunate individuals who revel in 
the cool breezes and invigorating 
ezoue at Sturgeon Point. he very 
fact that this charming resort an- 
nually attracts visitors from thewwx- 
tremes of Canada and the States, is 
sufficient guarantee that the lakes 
are in reality becoming the great 
play-ground of the continent,—a 
mecca to which thousands of weary 
beings come for healt and rest and 
from whose life-giving air they de- 
rive all the benefit and more of the 
pleasure than is elsewher2 to be 
found. 

But, attractive as il is, Sturgeon 
Point is.oniy one of the many bean- 
liful spots along the Lakes where 
Nature has surpassed herself in a 
lavish abundance of enchanting 
sCenery which inust be seen to be 
preciated, but those resident at 
Point are yery fortunately situar- 
ed, in as much as it is the only piace 
on the Lakes west of Bobedyzeon 
from which the trip through the 
to Lakefield can be made, re- 
the same day via Peterbore 
ani the Str. Esturion. 


turning

Providing that a sufficiently large 
party, say from ten people upwards, 
were desirous of mukin= this trip, 
the Str. Ogemah, of the Trent Val- 


ley fleet, 
would 
Leaye Sturgeon Poiot 

at 6.30 a.im., (making this the start- 
ing point instead of beubtaygeon) and 
making connections with the T.V.N. 
Co’s Str. Sunbeam at Burleigh Falis 
for Stony Lake and Lakefieid, arriv- 
ing at the latter pvint at 4.10 p.m., 
thence to Peterboru by G.T.R. at 
4°45 p.m., leaving for Lindszy at 5.28 
p-m., and arriving at that point in 
time for the Str. Esturion at 6.30 
p-m., whence the run is made to tie 
Point, arriving home at 7-40) in the 
eyeing. 

A trip of this nature, covering as 
it does almost the entire chain of 
the Kawartha Lakes, caunot be too 
highly appreciated and possesses at- 
tractions as unknown to tlicse resi- 
dent io this Gistrict as lhey are to 
the tourist who comes from the 
plaing of Texas or the busy confines 
of the great cities. : 

Leaving Sturgeon Point by the Str 
Ozemah, a fine up-to-date aad s t 
side-wheeler, the run is made down 
the broad expanse of Sturgeon Lake 
in the bracing fresbusss of the cool 
morning air. Past’ Jackson’s Isiand, 
the abode of on2 who yolun- 
cut himself off from his fel- 
low-men; past numerous attractive 
summer cottages; until an hour 
later the steamer enters the chircm- 
ing harbor of Bobcaygeon. Tae en- 
trance to the village 1s unsurpass- 
ed in the lusuriance of its natural 
scenery. On one hand, deep [orests 
lining the waters edge, while on the 
other rise the tree-crowned banks, 
and from every side one hears the 
musical calls of the feathered song- 
sters as in countless numbers ther 
dasit hither and thither, skimming 
the mirror-like surface of the water 
and yanishing into the deep, cool 
shades of the forest. 

At Eobcaygeon the steamer locks 
through the heart of tle village, 
leaving at 7.56 aun. fer the run down 
the picturesque Bobcaygeon river. 
The current is very swift, and as the 
beat glides rapidly down the winding 
Channel the attractive shores slip 
by like the moying pictures of 2 

Matchless Panorama. 
One side of the banks rise to a con- 
sid rall: hight, heavily-wooded and 
covered with a yariety of fesns and 
Grasses, while on the other are 
passed the club-houses of the yarious 
Canoe Asscciations and the grounds 
and residences of several of the 1n- 
fluential residents of the village, 
until the steamer rounds the grassy

Skirting the shores 
of Big Island, past the village of 
Litule Bob., swinging around the 
mossy banks of Jacob's fsland, the 
steamer glides swiftly along until 
the narrow passage of Gannon’s 
Narrows is reached, where the tall 
trees, lenning far out from the 
shore, almost touch the boat as she 
lies at the Ilanding. So ont of 
Pigton Luke and into Chemong Lake, 
where ng the litlle Indian 
lage and along the flelds of waving 
gral that ron almost to the water's 
edge the holiday-seeker is landed at 
Chemong Park, a very pretty suin- 
mer resort, and the site of a com- 
modious hotel and many charming 
summer homes. 

At 945 the boat leaves Chemong 
wharf and amidst the fluttering of 
dainty handkerehlefs and gay calls 
of the visitors who throng this ideal 
summer resort, threading her way 
through the canoes and skiffs that 
dot the water and passing through 
the 

Marvellous Floating Bridge, 
the only structure of its kind in 
Canada, swiftly leaves the waters of 
Chemong behind, and enters Back- 
horn Lake, where a gradual ehange 
is to be observed in the general son- 
figuration of the land. Indeed, it is 
peculiar to this trip that there seems 
to be a never-ending change of 
gcenery occurri nimost iq the na- 
ture of a clir from the broad 
cp2n beauty of Sturzeon Lake to th» 
perfect maze of islands that dot the 
Mmpid syaters of Stony Lake, At 
Buckhorn the steamer locks through 
into Deer Lake, where the scenery 
Deecmes more and more enchanting. 
As the tourist ts hurried swiftiy 
along the Calm wate: alluring vis- 
tas open before his eyes; deep shaded 
waterways—dear to the heart of the 
cano weind away amongst tie 
islands until lost to sight as the 
boat speeds on ber way.

steamer, the tourist i» landed at 
Burleigh Falls, where tne water 
plunges madly oyer the massiy= boul- 
ders in a tumultuous rush of froth- 


ing. surging waves, into the myriad 
passages and calm depths of fairy- 
like Stony Lake. 


At Burleigh Falls, where are situ- 
ater the great foot locks of the 
Trent Valley Canal, a change is 
made [rom the Ogemat: to the Trent 
Valiey Navigation Compa 
er Sunbeam. The att: 
modern sctrew-steamer, 
comfortable, lies below the locks, 
and’ the connection is made ea: 
and at 1.15 pou. the pleasur= 
leaves for the tortuous 
through Sto Lake. 

The first view of the lake, leaving 
Burleigh, cannot fail to fill the 
onluoker with surprise and pleasure. 
Ou every side rise the tree-crowned 
heigiits of the rocky islands, cover- 
ed with a Juxurlance of moss and 
grass and flowers, the whole tie site 
of some dainty litle cotlage, 
whose inmates, with flags and hand- 
kerchiefs, 

Salute the Passing Steamer. 
The channel is most intricate; at 
times the steamer threads her way 
through seemingly impassible open- 
ings, now gliding by some verdure- 
clad island whose shores, suddenly 
retreating. disclose a narrow pas- 
Sage over-hung with trees, winding 
mysteriously away until lost by the 
Swift moving steamer. Numerous 
calls are made at these delightful 
homes, and at every turn some new 
beanty is unfoided to enchant the 
eye of the tourist. 

Stony Lake combines ali the gran- 
deur. all the intricate beauty, all 
the luxuriant vegetation of thiasis- 
lands of the St. Lawrence, and tra- 
yellers who speak from’ experience, 
have unhesitatingly detlared the 
scenery of this lake to equal, if not 
surpass, in its own delightful char- 
acter, the far-famed beauties of the 
Ttalian and Swiss lakes. We are too 
prone to depreciate the attractions 

{ our own country, and it is left 
for the casual stranger, the trans- 
ienl visitor, to give to the Kawar- 
tha Lakes their full measure of un- 
Stinted prais® and appreciation. 

Glicin= through the mazy pas- 
Sages of the island-dotted waters a 
cali is made at beautiful Viawiede, 
a charming resort nestling at the 
base of Mount Julian. which lifts its 
fir-crowned head into the ciear sky 
above From Viamede, zig-zageing 
across the pellucid waters the next 
call is at Juniper Island, where +on- 
nection is made with the Str. Alert 
for ali points on the 

Extreme End of the Lake. 
Leayinge this jbusy little spot a 
sinuous course through islands of 
every size and yariety, [ronf solitary 
granite boulders to broad expanses 
of lawns and woods, brings the boat 
te Me€racken’s Landing, one of the 
most beautiful points along th2 lake. 
The shores ara densely wooded and 
give promise of a_ perfect refuze 
irom the heat of the summer sun, 
while the Hotel Victoria rises from 
an inyiting site of well-kept lawns 
and kright flowers, the scene form- 
ing iv its entirety a most delight- 
ful pictare. 

From Stony Lake the route lies 
down the broad expanse of Clear 
Lake, and as one pazes down the 
long unbreken stretch of water, it 
Comes almost as a relief from the 
the superabund- 
nuce of beautiful scenes that greet 


swift and 


the eye during the intricate pas 
sage of Stony Lake. As the boat 


Spteds alonz over the milrrow-lika 


surface of the lake, the sborey flit- 
ting by disclose here and there the 
white gleam of a tent, while tha 
campers, from the yantage point of 
some 


massive boulder, salute the 
@ steamer with the “camara- 
’ that is peculiar to those who 
are revelling in the deliglits of 
“camping out.” 

At the foot of Clear Luke, a stort 
sail through a narrow tree-lined 
passage brings the steamer to 
Young's Point, where. she is lowered 
te the level of 

Lake Katchewanooka, 
down whose narrow confines the sail 
is quickly made, and at 4.10 p.m, the 
vessel glides into Lakefield, and the

Horrors of Drought. 

You need not go far into Australia 
to hear of the horrors of drought 
You can easily meet’a man who has 
lost a fortune by dry weather. Men 
sometimes go crazy on their stations 
far cff in the interior because the 
rain fails to com They bay thous- 
ands of acres and tens of thousands 
of sheep, and they have to sit and 


' degrees in 


watch the animals die before their 
eyes, knowing they cannot feed then: 
The droughts clear the land of 
everything green. °The pastuc2s be- 
come us bare as the roads, and the 
sheep stagger about, nosing in the 
dust for the seeds of grasses and 
trees. Sometimes trees are cut 
down lo glye them food. One man 
who had 4,0G0 acres of land kept 
100 men busy cutting off the 
branches of his apple, oak and other 
trees to feed the sheep. They eat 
the leaves anid even tne small twigs, 
This same mau had another force 
skinning dead sheep, and another 
whose business it was to lift up the 
sheep when they fell dowa and could 
not rise of their own accord. This 
is to keep them from the carrion! 
crows, which hover about over thein 
and pick out their eyes if they ‘ail. 
Rabbits and Kangaroos. 

During these droughls the rabbits 
die ag well os the sheep. They Jjrop 
dead outside the rabbit fences. You 
may see kangaroos fying ber2 and 
there dead upon the plains, and L 
have been told that even the birds 
drop dead from the trees. 

The Riverina country is one of the 
best sheep-raising districts of Aus- 
tralia. Il produces some of the fin- 
est wool and js noted for its excell- 
ent grass. In the drought of 1895 
it looked as though a fire had swept 
over it. The most of it was as clean 
as a baseball ground. It could not 
hhaye been more bare if it had been 
ploughed. There was not a freen 
sprout or any sign of vegetable life 
to be seen. Last year much the 
Bame condition preyailed in parts of 
Queensland. There were tracts coy- 
ered with dead sheep, cattle and 
horses, and dead emus and kanga- 
roos were lying here and there over 
the country. This and other 
droughts aye caused a reduction in 
sheep and other districts even moce, 
one district of 64 per cent. of the 
It id said that the drought in 1895 
lightened the wool clip atinost 12 per 
cent. and it decreased the lamb crop 
in New South Wales about 8,000,- 
000 head. 

Artesian Wells. 1 

Within the past few weeks the © 
government of Australia haye been 
preparing to resist these dronglits. 
3) have been sinking artesian 
wells, making dams and putting up 
waterworks. Lhe droughts in many 
parts of the country are such that 
for nine months the sheep can [eed 
on the dry grasses if they can 
only get water, and of late the wa- 
ter iu many places liave come from 
artesian wells, The chief danger lias 
been in overstocking, so that the 
sheep eat all the grass, and notwwith- 
standing the drinking water, dle of 
staryation. 

There are in Queensland alone 350 
artesian wells, and a number more 
are being put down. Aiready moro 
than $2,000,000 has been spent upon 
them. The aggregate depth of the 
wells is In the nelghborhood of 500,- 
COO feet. Some of the wells are very 
deep. There ls one at Winton which 
was sunk 4,000 feet before it struck 
water and there are many down 
3,006 feet and more. One well flows 
5,000,000 gallons a day, another 
4,000,0UG and another 3,000,000. In 
New South Wales a large number of 
bores, a5 they are called, haye been 
sunk, and several of them are flow- 
ing from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 gal- 
lons a day. 

A singular thing about the wells 
Is that the water thal comes from 
them is yery 1 As one of the 
squatters says, It is hot enough to 
scald a dog, and indeed a dog that 
fell into the stream of one of them 
the oj day was Killed. The wn- 
ter is slizhtly salt, and It contains 
fome soda, but the sheep drink and 
thrive upon i. It cools, of course, 
as it runs off, being conducted in 
ditches ond pipes over the yasltures. 

The ditches are made with uge 
ploughs constructed of logs in the 
form of a VY. The end is shod with 
iron, and a team of eight or ten, 
oxen drags the plough along the 


course desired for the stream. This 
mukes a broad furrow, forming the 
cant, at which the stock can drink 
There arg many canais of this kind 
from fifteen to twenty smiles long 
and some even longer. 


ens Lay Boiled Kegs. 


Australia is the hottest country on 
record, I haye ridden for miles as- 
tride the equator, but 1 haye never 
found heat to compare) with this. 
Out Jn the country in the dry times 
there appears to be fittle more than 
a sheet of brown paper between you 
and the lower regions, and the peo- 
ple facetiously say that they lave 
to feed their hens cracked ice to keep 
them from laying boiled eggs. Tle 
dry lands are hotter than sahara, 
Mueli of them is desert, and the sun 
beats vertically down upon the con- 
tinent during the hottest part of 
the year, three hours every day, in 
jravelling across it. “ 

Australia ls as long from one side 
to the othar as from New York to 
Salt Lake City, and the gr er part 
of tv is covered with granite sand 
It has’no cooling winds to speak of, 
and the sand and rock bottle up the 
heat and glye it out again, Captain 
Sturt, ‘who crossed the Australian 
desert ‘some years ago, records that 
he once hung his thermometer, 
graduated to 127 tegrees in 
shade, and that the mercury

the open air 
which is said to be the highest tem- 
perature recorded in uny part of the 
world. 

For three months during that trip 
the temperature ayeraged over 101 
degrees Pabrenbelt iv the shade, and 
the air was so dry that Captain 
Sturt writes “(hat every screw fell 
out of his boxes, his combs split up 
Into hai the lead dropped out of 
his pencils, his hair ceased to grow 
and his finger nails became as britlle 
as glass.” 

The Australian Lakes. 

Australia has no fresh water lakes 
to speak of. Its biggest lakes are 
salt, anu there are very few of these. 
The most of them lie in South Aus- 
tralia, in what is called the taka 
district, a region about 1,00) miles 
long. At the bottom of this is Lake 
Torrens, alyut 100 miles long, with 
Lake Gardiner to the west of i 
North of Laka Torrens is Lake Eyre, 
which is larger, and to the north- 
west Lake Amadeus, which is also 
of good size. All these lakes are 
salt. They are surrounded oy flats 
of treacherous mud crusted with 
salt. Some parts of them are dry 
for years at a time, when a wet 
season will fill them and cause grass 
to sprout up all about them. 

Most of the land north and west 
of the lakes is desert. If you will 
draw a line across the continent 
from the lakes to the mouth of the 
Victoria River, you will block off one 
of the biggest deserts of the world. 
The desert block will be one-sixth 
as big as the whole United States, 
and it will contain no water and 
no vegetation of any kind except 
thorny shrub and thorny grasses. 
This ix the case with nearly all Wi st- 
ern Australia with the exception of 


the smal: ‘settled portion at the 
south west. 
Queer Vegetation. 
The scrubs are peculiar to Aus- 


traiia. They are a sort of dwarf 
eucalyptus trees, or dwarf acacias. 


The most common are the matiee 
scrubs and mulga _ serubs. The 
mallee scrubs look like willow or 


reeds. The bushes grow close toge- 
ther, so that there are often ten on 
a@ square foot of ground. They grow 
twice as high as our head without o 
branch, and as you look over them 
you see nothing but a mass of dark 


brown bushes reaching on ard on 
for miles. Here and there rounds 


and paths are cut through them 
which look like avenues or aisles. 

They make the country gloomy In 
the extreme, and added to the dreary 
cucalyptus trees and the yast des-rts 
and the lack of variety in the 
scenery haye given it the title of 
the “Never, Never Country,” or the 
Jand of despair. The extent of the 
mallee scrub is enormous. In South 
Australia there is an unbroken tract 
about twice the size of the State of 
New York, which is entirely covered 
with inaliee, and you will find it in 
all parts of Australia. | 

The mulga scrub is a sort of a 
thorn “bush. The bushes grow close 
together, and they become matted so 
that it is almost Imposs'ble to make 
your way through them. 

Grasses and Trees. 


Among other curiosities are the 
€rasses. There are trees here which 
row grass looking for all the world 
as If a great stump had sprouted 
Gut iu grass on all sides and on the 
top. N 

The spinifex or the porcupine grass 
is one of the terrors of the explor- 
er. It covers much of the sandy 
plains to such an extent that it is 
almost impossible to travel over 
{hem. It is a hard, spiny grass, 
which grows in littie hills from one 
foot and a half to five feet in «dia- 
meter. It Is always found in the dry 
country, and ity mere existence Is 
an evidence that there is no water 
near by. 

Its blades ure as shurp as 9 needla 
anc are yery destructive to both 
lierses and men. The horses’ feet 
are so cut that they sometimes haye 
to be killed or are left to die upon 
the desert.

The Newest England. { 
But fet me tell you something of 
this frontier colony of Australia, 
which may be called “The Newest 
England” of these English soutn 
lands. Queenslaud is a principality 
in itself. It Comprises the north- 
eastern quarter of the Australian 
continenl, haying a coust as long 
as from New York City to the Great 
Salt Lake. In a direct line from 
north to south it is as long as from 
Washington to Omaha, and from east 
to west about as long as from Wash- 
ington to Chicago. [t's half again as 
large as all the Atlantic States, 
from Maine to Flordia, It is four 
times as large as France and twelve 
times the size of England and Wales. 
The York Peninsula at the north of 
it is larger than Ireland, and the 
Stites, all told, would make seventeen 
Status as large ws Ohio, or more 
than.thirteen the size of New York. 
Queensland contains 668,000 square 
miles or 427,000,000 acres, of which | 
less than 124,000,000 are cuitivated. 
The entire upper half of it ts 
tropical. It is not far from the 
equator, and the coast lands will 
raise all sorts of tropica! fruits and 
crops. There are more than 100,000 1 
acres in sugar, ond 80 sugar mili 
The sugar business is in the hands 
of a trust, which is Increasin= the 
produce eyery yeur, and whieh is 
now making something like 100,000 
tons of sugar annually. In the same 
region coffee plantations are being 
started, there are extensive rice 
fields, and pineapples and all sorts 
of tropical fruits are rasted for ship- 


ment to the cities further south. 
Last year the exports amounted to 
,0C0,000 dozen bananas, 500,900 
Gozen pineapples, and 1,500,000 dozen 
oranges. 


Like Florida. 

The lower half of Queensland is 
much like Southern florida. There 
are large tracts, such as the Da 
ing Downs, which have a soil as rich 


as the Red River Valley. Here you 
find all sorts of crops, including 
fheat, cern and Alfalfa. Some of 


the Island T am told is too rich to 
raise wheat until it has been farmed 
for a few years. Some produces 110 
bushels of corn to the acre, anu on 
some farms two crops are raised 
@yery year. A great deal of money 
is made in alfalfa. It grows yery 
rank, and in some places as many 
as ulne crops are caised in one year, 
each cutting producing from one to 
two tons per acre. It is not uncom- 
mon for a man to get $100 an acre 
annually out of alfalfa. This Is, of 
course, on the very best farms. As 
& general thing the farming is care- 
lessly done. The seeds are merely 
sown and the crop reaped. There 
iy little artificlal fertilization, but 
nevertheless the farmers mak 
money,

Other Gold Fields. 
Another large gold field is that 


of Charters Towers, a few miles 
back of the seaport of Townsville, 
From it millions of dollars’ worth of 
gold haye been taken, its output be- 
ing surpassed only by Ballarat 
and Bendigo. The gold at the “Tow- 
ers” was discovered in 1872 by three 
prospectors, who took out millions 
of dollars’ worth of gold in a very 
short time. The principal mining is 


quartz mining, some of the mines be- 
ing yery deep. Up to 1895 $60,090,- 


009 worth of gold had been ad, 
and at the present about $65,000 is 
paid out every week in wages. A 
large town has grown up about the 
mines. 

Another mining field Is that of 
Gympie, where, it is said, the boys 
pick up gold in the streets after a 
rain, sometimes getting as much as 
half an ounce a day. It was in that 
town that a man pickeed up a nug- 
get worth 51,100 not long ago He 
was walking in the outskirts whe 
saw a little lump of yellow stick— 
ing ont of the clay bank at the side 
of the road. He dug it out, and, lo } 
it was gold. At that time Gympie 
was already 30 years old. So far 
Queensland has preduced (009,- 
000 worth of gold, and mines are 
being worked throughout a large 
area, There were 2,000 mines in op- 
eration ten years ago, and there are 
more to-day. 

The tin mines exist near the south- 
ern border, and also in the north 
There is one district in the latter 
section along the Wild River which 
is very rich. There are also copper 
mines and lead ini as well as 
mines of iron, bismuth, and silver. 
Iron deposits are found in all parts 
and in one district, there arc little 
mountiins of iron ore. Mcunt Levia- 
than is a quarter of a mile in dia- 
meter at the base, It is 200 [feet 
high, and Is said to be compnsed of 
pure magnetic iron. 

Some of the best 


epals of Aus- 


tralia come from Queensland. They 
are brought inte Brishane by the 
handful and sold at low prices. More 


than $100,000 worth are annuaily 
mined, and there are hundreds of 
men engaged in the business. Many 
of the opal miners are sheep- 
shearers, who hunt for opals in the 
off season. The opals are found in 
quartz and in sandstone, some of the 
best lying within’ six Inches of the 
surface. The mining goes dowao as 
far as 30 feet and more, but always 
stops when the clay is reached.

I write this letter at the capital 
of Queensland, where I have spent 
some time, going fromm here ont to 
different parts of the State. Bris- 
bane has now more than 100,000 
people. It is situated on the Bris- 
bane Riyer, In the southeaster part 
of the State, and the Darling Dowus 
are nearby, which are, as I have 
said, one of the richest argicultural 
regions of the world. 

T came to Brisbane from the sea, 
travelling for several hours on the 
wide Brisbane River. The water is 
very clear, and as our steamer mnde 
Its way through lt we could look 
oyer the railing and see thousands of 
Jellyfish, little mushrooms ot 
epalescent hue, floating about, toss- 
ed this way and that by the steamer.

“Some well-known Lancashire pa- 
per-making experts who lately, re- 
turned from the United States re- 
port that without question America 
is preparing for a very big produc- 
tion of newspaper pauper, ard, so far 
as thai class of paper is concerned, 
it is clear to the experts in question 
that the Lancashire paper-makers 
wili have to go under in face of the 
new competition whiri may be ex- 
pected to be felt twelye months from 
now. 

With the duties off, the Canadian 
milly will produce for the foreign 
as weli as the home market. Can- 
adian printers wili be able to bny 
cheap paper, and there will be more 
employment in the Canadian paper 
mills and subsidiary industries than 
ever before. 


THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 
— 

A writer in the London Spectator 
calls attention 'to the “several smal! 
clouds of the continental heavens,” 
which he appears to dread may in- 
crease from the size of a man’s hand 
to such an extent as to swamp the 
whole of “the calm blue which seems 
for the day to cover the European 
scene.” The action of the allied pow- 
ers in China hiaye not al) tended in 
the direction of peace, and the atti- 
tude of Russia has given rise to 
feelings of apprehension. Ino this 
connection the writer to whom we 
have reference ‘thinks that were the 
British army free there might be 
menace In “the restrained tone” in 
whicli Lord Landsdowne made his re- 
cent statement on Chinese affairs in 
the house of lords. It may be as 
well te reproduce that portion of 
Lord Landsdowne's speech dealing 
with Russian action, which reads as 
follows: “In regard to the dispute 
as to the ground at Tien Tsin, the 
case seems eminently one for a car 
‘ful legal investigation, and I jo 
that now that the stress of the ne- 
gotiations appears to hold out some 
prospect of diminution, we may De 
able to obtain an investigation of 
that kind. There Is no question of 
puultiye expeditions in which we 
shall take part, and we have from 
the first made no secret of our ob- 
jection to be drawn into operations 
remote from Peking. Regarding 
the incident of the Elliott group of 
isinnds, a@ British man-of-war weut 
to these in pursuit of parties, and 
the Russian admiral on the station 
made a protest. We were perfect- 
ly aware that our treaty rights per- 
mitted us to repair to these {slands, 
and we refused to obey the protest. 
Instructions to that effect were sent 
to the nayal authorities In North- 
ern China. The Russians remain in 


Manchuria, and nothing has been al- 
tered since that occupation was 
made.” It is yery evident that in 


other clreumstances those hall dozen 
words, “we refiised to obey the pro- 
test,” might haye had far nore ger}- 
ous Consequences,

GHBOR'S WAR. 

We rcead very Jittle these days 
about the war in the Plulippiaes, and 
yet it Our neighbors; 
are still slrugela 
against guerilla bands, just as the 
British South 
Afrlew. 
un¢onqu rable as the Bours, although 
long age thelr resistance was sup- 
posed to hiave been broken. It 
more than fifteen months ago thnt 
General Otls, after many pricr an- 
nouncéments to the same effect de- 
clared that the wir was over and 
came homes. He was mistaken. 

It was only three weeks ago that 
General Callles, the last insurgent 
leader of any importance, surrender- 
ed, and ten days Jater the United 
Statey government announced that 
the porclinge of llorses for war pur- 
poses wonld be discontinued. After 
two and a half years of fighting tha 
jwar in the Phillppisnes would seem 
to be practically, although not whol- 
ly, over. A larg? army of regulars is 
stili maintained in the islands, and 
the guerillas are active in many 
parts. 

‘Che Ghicago Inter-Ocean thus sums 
up the situation: 

“Sinee the capture of Aguinaldo, 
oyer one hundred prominent officers 
of the old Filipino army have sur- 
rendered, among them Prias, 
Arelola, Pablo, Tecson, Colonel Aba, 
General Lukban, and General Tinto, 
leaving Cailles the only notable in- 
surgent in the field. Siave megoti- 
ations were opened with General 
Cailles, General Prats, has been niade 
governor of Cavite. General Flores 
the governor of the new province 
of Cizal, and other insurgent of- 
ficers haye been appointed to im- 
portant positions. 

“At Zamboanga the most itfluen- 
tial of the Moro chiefs and heir ap- 
parent to the Sultan of Mindanao 
is proceeding to abolish slavery in 
the district under his jurisdiction, 
and has offered to lead his soldiers 
against any insurgents that may of- 
fer resistance, lo the American goy- 
ernment, not only at Manila, but in 
all the provinces, the progress of re- 
organization has been rapid, and 
Whenever there hus been assurance 
of peacee ciyil authority has been es- 
tablished. 

“With General Caillees out of tlin 
Nield, there remain only a few bands 
of brigands resisting the Americans.

the pale of legitimate warfare, 
they will be treated as robbers vy 
both natives and Americans, and 
their annihilation or suppression 
a@ question of only a few month.”

TO DAM THE GULL RIVER. 


Department of Public Works OGom- 
mences Construction of an Bxten- 
sive Work to Benefit Lumbermen. 

(Toronto Evening News.) 

‘he construction of an extensive 
dam has been commenced at the head 
of the water of the Gull River, by 
the Department of Public Works for 
Ontario. This dam will raise the wa- 
ter of Redstone Lake from 12 to 
15 feet. The object in view! js to 
reserve the water now lost by the 
spring freshets and make it ayail- 
able for use by the lumbermen in 
driving their logs aod also to ngsist 
in keeping up the” waters of the 
Sturgeon, Pigeon, Stony and the iow- 
er lakes for navigation purposes aod 
to assist the milling interests. The 
dam is situated aboul 16 miles north 
cf Haliburton village. The Gull 


at Cameron Lake, near FPeselon 
Falls, and between that lake und 
Sturgeon Lake the stream is known 
as Balsam Riyer; after Mowing 
through Sturgeon, Pigeon and Stony 
Lakes it Js calied the Otonabce, and 
Delow Itice Lake it is known as the 
Trent Kiyer. Dhe dam under cen- 
struction is expected to materially 
improve all these streams by maio- 
daining the flow at a more near- 
ly uniform level.

The 
gazette containg separate articles on 
concijiation and setilemeut by ar- 
bitration in Nova Scotia. 

The series of articles upon the in- 


| dustries of Canada is contained in 


an article in the present number 
dealing with the conditions ubtain- 
ed in the dairying industry. In this 
article which is based cpoa returys 
made to the Departiagent of Labor 
by a large number of proprietors of 
cheese and butter factories, secre- 
taries of co-operation associations 
and others. The expenience of but- 
ter and cheese factories and the 
wages paid to the men in charge 
of the factories are set forth. 

In a separate article the Gazette 
€e Js w th the expericn=e conciiition 
and arbitration in New Zealand since 
the Indusirial Conciliation and Arbi- 
tration Act of 1894 come in force 
in that colony. 

The Gazette also gives a most in- 
teresting table showing the rates of 
wages and hours of employment in 
the building trades of tle various 
cities in Canada. This will be follow- 
ed with similar tables with informa- 
tion concerning powder men, stone 
drillers, stone-cutters, glaziers, 
plumbers, steamfitters, gas fitters, 
slate, metal, felt and grayel roofers 
and thir galyanized iron 
workers, electricians, 


| steel workers, coppersmiths and bell 


hangers. 

Referring to the month of June 
asa record breaker for strikes tha 
Gazette says that the nnmber of 
strikes during the month of Jure 


| exceeded that of any previous month 


in the year. This was malnly owing 
te the fact that the majority of 
these strikes had to do with the 
building trades, which are partica- 
larly active during that month. De- 
mands were made by employees npoLr 
their employers some time previous, 
and thes2 uot having heen conceded 
by the first of the month the men 
went on strike at tnal date or 


| shortly after. 


The strikes of the month haye been 
Gue with one or two excepticns, to 
a refusal of employers to grant an 
increase in the rates of wages or a 
reduction In the hours of labor of 
their employees. As to the latter, 
tlie nine-thour day is specially not 
iceable as a feature of the demands 
made. 

There were at the close of the 
previous month s-yrai strik-s which 
had pot been settled doring the 
month in which they were com- 
menced, and this probably helps to 
account for the extent of the sche- 
ule of the present month. The fol- 
lowing is a brief summary of the 
main features of the strikes arisin= 
from the above cause, in so far as 
the department has secured infrom- 
ation in regard to these; Total 
number of strikes due to deamnd for 
jnereased wages or reduction in 
heurs, 23; number of employees con- 
cerned in these strikes, 10, number 
of these strikes success{ul or part- 
ly succesefui, 10; af(eeting 942 em- 
ployces; number successful, 2 al- 

Tn the case of 11 
ne settlement has been reported to 
the department at the end of the 
month. 

A noticeable feature of the month 
the Gazette says was the number of 
strikes In Ottawa ani Quebec. The 
total number of strikes in these two 
cities makine in all about one third 
of the total number of strikes re- 
ported during the month In the 
case of the Quebee strikes they were 
mostly all of short duration and 
only effected small numbers of men,. 
and in two cases strikes were set- 
tled by arbitration. In Ottara, 
however, the Gazette remarks that 
the situation was diff nt. The 
numbers affected were larges and 
no settlements had been arrived at 
the end of the month.

THE ROMANCE OF ;CAMPHOR. 


(Now York Sun.) 

The large Island of Formosa, off 
the east coast of China , fell to 
Japan a few years ago U6 one of the 
prizes of war- The island is famots 
for two products. The hill slopes of 
the west grow some of the floest 
tene In the world, the Oolongs and 
other Formosan teas helng highty es- 
teemed In the United States, where 
nearly the entire crop js consumed, 
The tree-clad mountains of the east 
contain the largest camphor forests 
in the world. Most of the camphor 
kept In frog comes from 
Formosa. Japan now prosuc 
about 800,000 pounds & year; 
yield ip China has never exceeded 
220,000 pounds a year: but 7,000,- 
000 pounds of camphor were taken 
from the forests of Forwosa In 1805, 
and in the past four years the an- 
nual yield has averaged over 6,000,- 
Q00 pounds. Formosa controls the 
camphor market of the world, and 
will probably always be the great 
source of this yaluable gum. Vor 
some time past the purchasers of 
eamphor have been compelled to pay 
more for it than formerly, The two 
principal reasons for Lhe inerease 
in price will be wentioued here. One 
of them Is especially interesting, for 
it illustrates the difficulties and 
dangers that environ the camphor 
industry. 

The mountains of Last Formosa 
are inhabited by savage tribes, who 
are the bane of the island. Nearly 
jalf of Formosa is still occupied by 
these murderous men of the forests, 
whos? weapons are turned against 
all strangers. The fertile plains of 
the west, filled with peaceful Chinese 
dillers of the soil, preset a very 
different aspect, For many years 
it was almost certain death for sail- 
ors to be wrecked on the east coast 
of the island. If they escaped the 
sea they were murdered by the sav- 
ages. who were always on the loc 
out for loot from vessels driven 
vpopv the rocks of their inhospitable 
coast. Explorers haye not dared to 
yentuce into some parts of these 
mountains, which are still among the 
Jeast known portions of the! world. 
The savages are full of cunning 
and treachery. They are armed 
with bows and arrows, knives nd 
swords. They are very dark and

This is the principal reason why 
the price of camphor has advanced, 
There je another reason for it also, 
and it way be sald that the price is 
likely to Continue at a good fgure 
Japan, like Wrance and Spain, is de- 
sirous to obtain a monopoly In one

How could a monopoly be 
more easily established, than in the 
article of camphor, the whole sup- 
ply of wiilch Is practically vonfined 
to one Japanese island? 50 the au- 
thorities declared a while ago that 
thenceforth the camphor Industry 
should be a government monopoly. 

Anyone may collect camphor to- 
day who can secure a permit to do 
ro, and permits are not difficult to

But not a pound 
product can be sold to anyone but 
the government, which fixes tho 


price to be paid! The price Is sald 
fully to compensate the collectors, 
but a limitation upol the amount 
of the product will present too many 
collectors from crowding into the 
field, The government pames the 
maximuin amounu to be produced, 
and will not buy & pound in excese 
of the limit.

It is officially 
asserted that the invaders lost 900 
men, the Government troops losing

It is understood that a grant of 
$1,200 wii be made at once, the 
money t> be placed in tho hands of 
the local committee, to be applied in 
relieving the distress. 

A very large area of land has been 
burnt over, (he destruction of tim- 
ber and underbrush being most com- 
plete, and this will, in one respect, 
be of advantage, as it will facilitate 
greatly the work of clearing and cul- 
tivating the land. 


Grant (» Parchase Seed. 


There is the difficulty, however, 
that the ravages of the 
cleaned the timber off a much larg- 
er area of land than the settlers can 
possibly bring under cultivation be- 
fore the second growth of timber and 
underbrush wiH spring up. The 
Governtnent has decided to grart a 
further sum of $500 to be expended 
in the purchase of timothy and clov- 
er seed, so that tho settlers can sow 
the seed upon such portions of their 
locations as have been burnt over, 
but which they are unable to break 
up and cultivate for other crops at 
present. This will, it is thought, 
serve the double purpose of keeping 
down the second growth of timber 
and underbrush and at the same time 


furnish a first-class pasturage and 
hay crop. 
Aid to Rebuild School. 
The Township of Kerns has been 


an especially heavy sufferer by the 
fire. This township was very closely 
settled and the people were making 
rapid progress They had recently 
completed a substantiul schoolhouse 
and equipped it at a cost of up- 
wards of $600. With energetic thrift 
and industry they had raised o con- 
siderable amount of the cost, the to- 
tal outstanding liability being only 


$225. There was no insurance and 
the building and contents were en- 
tirely lost. The Commissioner of 


Orown Lands has advised his col- 
leagues to make a grant of $300 for 
the purpose of aiding the tewnship 
to erect another schoolhouse, 
Recent reports from the district in- 
dicate that the settlers are facing 
the difficulty of their position cour- 
ageously, and with commendable 
spirit are vigorously working to re- 
pair their fortunes, It is thought 
that the above grants aro all that 
will be necessary, as fa= as can be 
Seen at present, to tide them over, 
with what they will be able to earn 
of the amount to be expended in the

orated. Accompanying the Royal 
partly will be the members of the Do- 
minion Cabinet and their wives. In 
the afternoon, after the exciting trip 
down tht rapids and slides, a repre- 
sentation of shanty life will be given 
at Rockclifie Park. Por this pur- 
pose a model shanty will be built. A 
number of shantymen will exhibit 
their skill in handling logs, and will 
sing some of the rollicking songs by 
means of which their sojourn in the 
woods is enlivened. ‘The shanty, 
which is to be built in rustic style, 
will be left standing in the park as 
a sort of monument of the Royal 
visit. There is some likelihood that 
the Duke and Duchess will make a 
short stay at Gleichen during their 
trip out west, in which case an In- 
dian war-dance and pow-wow would 


be given in their honor. The Black- 
feet reserve is located there, and 
further south at Port Macleod the 


reserve of the Blood Indians. If their 
Royal Highnesses stop over at Glei- 
chen it would attract many hundreds 
of painted warriors from both re- 
Serves, and the quaint and pictur- 
esque features of such a gathering 
would be full of interest.

Boyle, the well-known editor of The 
Trish-Canadian, dic erday morn= 
ing ot his home, 6 abella street. 
At 6 o'clock he arose and called his 
danghter Wattie, who told him it 
Ww foo eéurly yet to get up. He 
went down stairs for a moment and 
then returned to his bed. His 
daughter got up at 8.20 o'clock, and 
went to call him. She got no reply, 
and, entering the room, found him 
dead. Tsvo doctors were immediate- 
ly summoned, and said that death 
had resulted from heart failure. 

Mr. Boyle, who was a prominent 
member of the Trish Land League, 
was born in Newport, County Mayo, 
Treland, in 1832, and came to this 
country in 1844. He was one of the 
founders of the Catholic League, 
which exerted a great influence upon 
Ontario politics twenty years ago. 
About 1862 he established The Irish- 
Canadian, which for many years was 
recognized as the mouthpiece of the 
Irishmen in Canada. About five 
years ago the paper ceased publica- 
tion, but was revived again a year 
ago. During the Land League move- 
ment Mr. Boyle exercised much in- 
fluence upon his fellow countrymen.

Caused the Liberal Leader to 
Bait the Colonial Secretary. 


HON. MR. CHAMBERLAIN?S REPLY 


The Best Boers Admit Their Defeat— 
The Irreconciliables Becoming Brig- 
andsand Murderers—Farm Burning 
Abandoned, and Kitchener Aae- 


quately Dealing With the 
Problem. 
London, Aug. 3.—A discussion 


arose in the House of Commons last 
night over the Colonial Office appro- 
priations, and it gave the opponents 
of the government ample opportunity 
to bait Mr. Chamberlain, while mak- 
ing a motion pro forma to reduce 
by £100 the vote out of which the 


Colonial Secretary’s salary will be 
paid. 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 


the Liberal leader, said that in view 
bf the patience with which the nation 
had for 21 months endured Mr. 
Chamberlain’s policy in South Afri- 
ca, he thought it opportune to se 
cure a statement from the Colonial 
Secretary as to the war situation. 
He went on to point out that Cape 
Colony was now invaded and over- 
Fun with Boers, and he asked what 
prospect there was of repelling the 
invaders; what the condition of Cape 
Colony would be after the war; what 
Was the prospect of famine as a re- 
sult of the Government’s “policy of 
devastation,’’ and where was Cape 
Colony’s constitution, which -ppear- 
ed to him to be under lock and key 
since the declaration of martial law. 


Mr. Chamberlain's Neply. 


Mr. Chamberlain replied that farm 
burning had been entirely abandoned 
and replaced by the policy of con- 
centration camps. He contended that 
these were humane and satisfactory 
institutions, as had been shown by 
the fact thot thousands of Bocrs 
came intv them voluntarily. 

Continuing, he said ““‘The Govern- 
ment have the best reasons to ke- 
lieve that a vast majority of the 
Boers acknowledge themselves beaten 
and would gladly surrender ind re- 
sume peaceful pursuits but for the 
comparative handful of irreconeil- 
ables who are carrying on a guerilla 
war that is rapidly degenerating 
Into brigandage and absolute murder. 
Lord Kitchener is adequately deal- 
ing with the problem by establishing 
blockhouse cordons, within which the 
peaceably inclined can safely xectle 
and be protected.” 

Regarding the announcement by 
Lord Kitchener that Communder 
Kitzinger had declared his intention 
to shoot all natives in British em- 
ploy, whether armed or unarmed, 
Mr. Chamberlain said the Govern- 
ment had telegraphed Lord Kitcnen- 
er to inform the Boer leaders that 


such acts were contrary to civilized | 
that all guilty persons !

court-martialled and executed. 

Mr. Chamberlain's declaration was 
received with loud cheers. 

“There seeras to be an impression 
that we have come to some sort of 
an agreement with the Bocrs,’’ said 
Mr. Chamberlain, in another portion 
of his speech, “‘that natives are not 
to be employed in this war, but 
there is no such agreement. 

“Incursions into protected dis- 
tricts must be more severely dealt 
with, if there is to be ‘sniping’ of 
soldiers from behind hedges and even 
of women.’’

The debate was continued for an- 
other hour after Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech, and the amendment to reduce 
the salary of the Colonial Secretary 
was rejected by a vote of 154 to 70. 

The House then took up other sub- 
jects, and was in session until 5.15 
@ m. Saturday, when they adjourn- 
ed.

Case in London Court Raises Question of 
Kruger’s Ultimatum. 


London, Aug. 3.—In the King's 
Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice yesterday, Messrs. Mackie, 
Dunn & Co. sued Donald Currie & |} 
Co. and Bucknall Brothers for delay 
in the delivery of o cargo of food- 
stuffs, shipped from New York Oct. 
18, 1899, on the British stearser Ma- 
shona, consigned to Prétoria.

PROVINCIAL CROPS. 


General Average Somewhat Be- 
low Last Year's. 


FALL WHEAT WAS A FAILURE. 


Hay and Clover the Best Crops of the 
Yoar—A Decrenso the Spring 
Crops—Applos Will Be Less Than 
Half Hoegular Yield—Other 
Fruit Crops Stated in 
Detail. 


Toronto, Aug. 14.—The Ontario 
Agricultural Department has pre- 
pared a statement of the crops of 
the Province, based on the repo-ts of 
its staff of regular correspondents. 
The returns deal with the conditions 
up to August. The injury done to 
the fall wheat by the Hessian fly in 
the Lake Erie group of counties has 
been considerable, but, in other 
places, very little damage was done. 
There have been more or less com- 
plaints of rust. he yield will range 
from 5 to 40 bushels per acre. 

Spring wheat—The yield is a vari- 
able one. It has suffered from rust 
and the MTHessian fly, but, on the 
whole, is in a fair condition. 

Barley—Diflerences of opinion are 
expressed regarding the yield and 
quality. It will be a better crop, 
relatively, than either fall or spring 
wheat. 

Oats—Large returns in the Lake 
Ontario counties have been reported, 
but, in other places, the reverse is 
the case. The crop has suffered

Hay and clover—The crop is, with- 
out doubt, the most successful of the 
season, both as regards quality and 
quantity, and the yield will be above 
the average. « 

Corn—Taken as a whole, the crop 
gives promise of doing well, should 
early frosts not appear. 

Potatoes—So far, the outlook is 
not very bright. but fecent raind 
have improved things a bit. 

Roots—Reports vary considerably. 
The weather of late, however, has 
been favorable, and the crop is pick- 
ing up in appearance. 

Fruit—Apples are far from Satis- 
factory. There is not likely to be 
half an average yield. The pear crop 
is fair in quality, and the yield will 
be an average one. Peaches will be 
fair in the Western Lake Erie sec 
tion, but will hardly do so well in 
the Niagara District. Plums range 
in yield from on average to failure. 
Cherries have suffered from rotting 
on the tree. Grapes promise a good 
yield. 

Pastures and live stockt—Pastures 
are expected to pick up again after 
the drying up they had during the

hot spell. The milk supply, which 
has fallen off, will likely improve. 
Prices for cheese and butter have 


been most encouraging. 

Bees and Honey — But for the dry 
weather of July, an immense yield 
Would have been reported. The aver 
age yield will not go over 60 pounds 
per hive. Bastern apiaries did better 
than those in the West. 

Acreages and yields — The follow- 
ing are tho crop estimates for 1901, 
as judged by appearances on Aug. 
1. The acreages are finol, but the 
yield (except in the case of hay and 
clover) will be revised from actual 
threshing results in November.

THE SHIPPING OF APPLES 


The conyention of tho National | 
Apple Shippers’ Association, whirh 
met in Toronto this week 1 


brought yery prominently before the 
shippers of apples the necessity of 
discrimination in the selectlon of 
fruit which is prepared for the, ex- 
port market. The addresses of Dr. 
James Mills, of the Guelph Agricul- 
tural College, and Prof. Robertson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, we 
replete with good advice, as wall < 
of watning in reyard to this mit- 
ter. We. Mills disappreved of the 
system of Crehart management puc~ 
sued by the farmers of Ontarto. 
While other parts of the farm were 
under the most careful cultivation, 


s 


ihe orchard was frequently left to 
look after itself. Pruning and 
manuring wera both neglected, 


which led to the production of in- 
ferior fruit. The orehard required 
as much attention as any other part 
of the farm, and until this favt yas 
fully recognized and acted upon, the 
best results conl not be obtained: 
rt st distouragements 
h fruit growers had 
contend was wormy fruit, which Dr 
Mills expiained was due to the lack

The resentatiyes of Par- 
iners’ Institutes had gone through-

Accordingly 
an act had been passed for the pur- 
pose cf crushing the fraudulent 
packer, by imposing a fine upon 
every barrel packed with intent to 
deceive. Bot this penalty was so

Sold ins that a barrel of Canadian 
apples had 1 opened and a wad 
of hay found in the centre, of course, 
such dishou s* pack.ng was not geu- 
eral, bat the t of “facing,” that 
is, the placing of inferior apples in 
the middle of the barrel, was too 
commonly practiced, much to the de- 
driment of the whole apple shipping 
trade. 

In order to remedy the evil effects 
of unskilled= and of dishonest pack- 
ing, the growers aud shippers need- 
ed te work in harmony, for their in- 
ter ssw r-iventicu. =kilful pack- 
ing by trained men was one of the 
important ne ties of the trade. 
Untrained men went into the or- 
chard and packed apples, anJd the 
dealers mm London said the Canadians 
were a lot of rogues. P 
son pointed out that Canada’s ex- 
port pork business had faer 
twenty times in the last ten years. 
Why ? Becous2 the work of pork 
packing and shipping was done by 
skilled men under scientific condi- 
tions. The apple trade could be in- 
creased by the same means, 

The importance of proper packing 
in regard to tha export of goods 
is bearcely appreciated by the aver- 
oge Canadian farmer. [If a basrelof 
apples is carelessly packed or If any 
deception is practiced in preparing 
apples, for export, the decided 
injury that is inevitably done :if- 
flicts not only the dishonest packer, 
but ali the other farmers, who have 
been most rupulou The yhliole 
Canadian trade may be, and is injur- 
ed, by a few men who do not under- 
stand the baneful etfects of their 
negleet or fraud. This is a matler 
which should be thoroughly under- 
stool before the Canadinos can hope 


to do the business which awaits 
them when cureful and uniform 
packns b:com's unlytrsal among

now «about a million barrels a year, 
and with good atiention this amount 
Can be very materially \ncreased.

grades. He believed that, in a dis- 
trict, say, as large as from Voronto 
to Owen Sound, north of St. Cath- 
arines, apple growers should devote 


| themselves to not more than 10 or 


12 varieties, which would give, in 
the various districts, over 100 Can- 
adian varieties. 

After giving some practical advice 
to the delegates to act as educators 
rather than censors of apple grow- 
ers, he explained the Canadian  ar- 
Tangements ngw in operation to pro- 
tect shippers trom careless handling 
of consignments on the railways and 
steamships.

FORTY MILES FROM OWEN SOUND 


The Engine Jumped the Track Near 
Proton Station About 3.50 Saturday 
15 of 27 
Cars In the Train Were Wrecked 
With the Engine—Trafllo 
Disorganizod. , 


Afternoon, and the 


Toronto’ Junction, Aug. 12. — An 
accident which caused considerable 
loss to rolling stock and sorrow to 
two homes, as well as great anxioty 
to two others, occurred on Saturday 
near Proton Station on the Toronto, 
Grey and Bruce branch of the ©.P. I. 

Tho way freight which left Toronto 
Junction early in the morning had 
reached Dundalk in safety. Dundalk 
is the ,highest point on the line, 
being 1,500 feet above Toronto. 
From there it is down grade to Owen 
Sound. 

Behind, the way freight at Corbet- 
ton was ‘the steamboat express, lad- 
en with passengers, and, to get out 
of the, way of this tmin, Engineer 
Campbell took advantage of the 
down-grade; and put on full steam 
in order to reach Markdale. - The 
train was traveling at the rate cf 
about 50 miles an hour, when the 
engine suddenly left the track, ran 
down an embankment on the east 
side, then turned on to the track 
again lengthwa and was struck py 
the cars following, which knocked it 
on its side and piled up on top of it 
ftd around it. One car was thrown 
upon it upside down, and the next 
car was thrown on if right side up. 
Eleven other cars crashed together 
like tinder boxes, making a pile of 
debris several] feet high. 

William Campbell, engincer, 
thrown underneath the engine, the 
boiler of which had burst, and the 
water from which scalded him to 
death instantly 
, William McCauley, fireman on the 
train, was also thrown under the 
engine, but the other train hands be- 
ing quickly at the fore part of the

It 
bas been sald that he has taken 
shares in a Dakota ranching 
pany, alone with other gentlemen, 
and that his having done so is ‘de- 
trimentai to the best interests of 
thie province, cf which he is Minister 
Agriculture. Opinion is pretty well 
divided as to the propriety of 
Minister of Agriculture holding in- 
terests in farming or ranching of 
aforeign country. section of the 
press asserts that in so doing he 
Graws attention from Ontario and 
advertises the ranching interests of 
Dakota, while anotber section holds 
that Mr. Dryden, or any other min- 
jster has a perfect right to invest 
his private funds as he sees fit. It 
appears to us to be a matter quite 
unworthy of the attention that has 
been given it, and we are disposed 
to agree with those who claim that 
a Minister of the Crown may make 
such investments as he considers are 
in his cwn interests, and so long as 
‘these investments are legitimate it 
is not an affair of the public gener- 
ally where they are placed. 

No charge hes been made against 
the administration of Mr. Dryden, in- 
deed, if a searching inquiry weze 
made into tbe wors of ile depart- 
ment of Agriculture, it would very 
quickly reveal the fuct that Mr. Diy- 
den has been a most painstaking and 
faithful peblic servant. He has per- 
formed his work quietly, and uno- 
stentatiously, and without the blus- 
ter which has been so often associ- 
ated with the work of cabinet iin- 
istere in this country. Without 
spending much public money, the de- 
partment of Agriculture has work- 
ed & adily in the interests of the 
farming community, aa a most 
complete vindication of Mr. Dry- 
deus pusition at the couueil board 
of Gntario would fcilow such ao in- 
quiry as we haye mentioned. ‘Ihe 
department of Agriculture is one of

Sclentific observation has discoyered 
that certain houses have the repu- 
tion of producing various di g 
in their inmates. In the course of 
a lecture delivered by Dr. J. F. Sykes 
before the Royal Colleze of Physi- 
clans he dwelt on the fact that there 
were more “‘consumplion honses” 
“pneumonia houses” and “cancer 
houses." This must evidently be due 
In matiy cases to a deeply seated 
Infection never thoroughly eradicat- 
ed, but Dr. Sykes seemud to be of the 
opluion that this was not the sole 
cause, and that it is probable that 
in certain houses there exists sume 
especially favorable condition which 
tends to promote the breeding und 
continuance of some especial form 
of bacterlum. Or again it is with- 
in the bounds of probability that, the 
unhealthy conditions are such as to 
cause a lowerlng of the Inmates’ 
health which renders them especial- 
ly Hable to the attack of a certain 
form of discase germ, Among these 
might be an insufficient or impure 
alr supply, an infected water supply 
dampness deficient Nzht or unsatis- 
factory heating appliances, The 
subj:ct is an important one and suf- 
ficlent attention has not been siyen 
it.

TEACH CHILDREN POLITENESS. 


Educational Methods Deprecated By Ono 
at Ottawa Convention. 


Ottawa, Aug. 16—The higher ed- 


ucation section of the Dominion Ed- 


ucational Association opened its ses- 
sion “yesterday. Mr. A. Stevenson 
of Pickering College read a paper on 
“The Teeching of History,’ in which 
he maintained the importance of 
that subject as a vehicle for  cul- 
ture. The teaching of history should 
clear the mind of local and national 
prejudices. It should serve as the 
guide to civic and political duties, 
and if teachers of history and liter- 
ature would do their whole duty the 
world over peace and not war would 
be inevitable; © and’ international 
quarrels could be settled by arbitra- 
tion, instead of wholesale dueling. 
To teach only the history of one’s 
own nation produces narrowness and 
boastings. The teaching of history: 
should prevent class and social pre- 
Judices and foster a spirit tending to 
the elevation of the common people, 
widen the sympathies and make all 
more willing to do their share in 
furthering the divine purposes, and 
working for the betterment of man- 
kind. 

Mr. Ernest Smith, Westmount, 
Que., read an interesting paper en- 
titled “The School as a Preparation 
for Practical Life.” Mr. Smith 
Stated that several successful busi- 
mess men had complained to him 
that Canadian boys and girls are 
not taught or trained in the paths 
of politeness. According to Mr. 
Smith’s business friends, the Can- 
adian child leaves the school too 
soon. It has not learned to observe 
accurately or express its ideas con- 
cisely. One business man thought 
the mastery of shorthand would go 
far to develop the faculty of accurate 
observation. Mr. Smith deplored 
the fact that too many boys and 
girls are dismissed from the schools 
mere machines.

GAS FROM ONTARIO PEAT. 
(Toronto Telegram.) 

The problem of extracting gas 
from peat has been so far solyed 
that an engine has beeu working 
e\perimentally in the factory at Tu- 
rento Juncifon on gas produced from 
peat at an estimated cost of three 
cents per thousand feet. 

An inexhaustible supply of peat as 
far up on the list of Gatlaric’s  un- 
deyeliuved resources, and any work- 
ing commercial procesy of extract- 
ing fuel and illuminating gaz from 
thiv peat will be worth millions to 
this country. 

Gas which could be manufactnared 
and distrinuled at a net cost of 
twenty cr twenty-ive vents per thou- 
sand feet would yirtually abolish the 
use of coa} for generating heat, light 
and power, and change the whole 
face of industrial nature in Ontario.

It is now estimated that between 
75 and 80 passengers were lost. 

The Islander was the flagship of 
the fleet owned and operated by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Steamship 
and Navigation Company of Vic- 
toria, and plied between this port 
and Skaguay. She was a well- 
equipped twin-screw steamer, divid- 
ed into 
ments. 
Passengers and a crew of 71. 

The Islander left Skaguay last 
Wednesday evening, going by way of 
the Iinn Canal. An iceberg was 
struck ag the boat emerged from 
the mouth of the canal, off the south 
end of Douglas Island, at 2.16 a. 
m.,on Aug. 15. The crash came 
suddenly. It was so violent that 
the door of nearly every stateroom 
Was driven home with such force 
that the terror-stricken passengers, 1 
when they tried to gain the deck, 
found themselves blocked. So swift- 


ly did the boat settle that many 
persons were left in the rush and 
went down with the ship. Capt. 


Foote jumped from the vessel as she 
settled and was lost. 

She foundered in 40 fathoms of 
water in about 16 minutes from the. 
time of the accident. 

Many of the persons who perish- 
ed were killed by the exploding 
boiler after they had been taken off 
by the small boats, but could not 
push away from the sinking ship in 
time. 

The six boats and two lifeboats 
were promptly lowered and all ayail- 
able cork jackets torn down and 
distributed among the passengers as 
soon as the stewards were given the 
alarm and could get among the pas- 
sengers. - 

The officers and the engineers, with 
some of their respective crews, who 
had assisted them, took to the wa- 
ter as the stern went under, the 
ship having gone down head first. 
They were (afterwards saved by 
boats returning from the shore. 

In spite of its being in the early 
hours of the morning and quite 
dark, Here appeais to have been 
little or no confusion or excitement. 
The boats landed the people on the 
southern end of Douglas Island and 
the chief officer and the engineer call- 
ed for volunteers to pull to Juneau 
for assistance, where they obtained 
two steamers and prompt attention 
in way of food, clothing and restor- 
atives,and despatched them to the 
scene of the disaster. 

Some of the Passengers declare 
that the shock of the collision with 
the iceberg was not sufficient to 
awaken everyone. 
called after the contact. 

The survivors walked to Treadwell, 
Alaska, bringing the first news of 
the disaster. 

Two hundred thousand dollars in 
treasure from the Alaskan and Yu- 
kon gold fields, over $100,000 of 
which was the property of passen- 
gers, sank with the steamer. 

Latest accounts indicate that about 
14 passengers and 18 of thie crew, 
among whom was the captain of ihe 
ill-fated steamer went down with 
the Islander in Steven’s Channel on 
Thursday morning last. All the hoats 
and rafts got away, and some cne 
hundred and thirty-four passengers 
and crew were saved.

TEMISCAMING RAILWAY, 


Suitable Location Found for Twenty Miles 
—Prospects fer Easy Construction of 
the Government Line. 


Toronto, Aug. 20.—Deputy Gom- 
missioner of Public Works A. W. 
Campbell, returned to his office in 
the Parliament buildings yesterday 
after a trip through the Temiseam- 
ing District, where he went to 
out several colonization roads. ‘This 
he has done, and the townships of 
Bucke, Harris, Casey, Dymond, Hud- 
son, Armstrong, Harley, Bventurel, 
Beachamp and Hilliard will be open- 
ed up by four main thoroughfares, 
with a total length of 50 miles. 

A suitable location has been found 
for the first twenty miles of the pro- 
posed Government railway to con- 
nect old Ontario with the Temiscam- 
ing region. This is the report 
brought by Mr. Campbell. ‘The loca- 
tion decided upon by Chief Engineer 
Russell starts at North Bay, and, 
after skirting easterly along Trout 
Lake, turns to the north in the val- 
ley of the North River.

He showed the reporter a letter 
he had received from Charles Koster 
of the Threshers’ Association, Vran- 
don, which stated that all the ten 
who had gone there had scattered 
throughout the country, having so- 
cured employment, and he was of the 
opinion that men would be s¢arco 
when threshing commenced. 

A large number of the men who 
were complaining so strongly on Sat- 
urday last were provided with meals 
at the Immigrant Holl. Sunday night 
120 sat down at the long tubles; but 
the number yesterday morning had 
dwindled down to 70, and it ig ex- 
pected that employment will be se- 
cured for these immediately. 

J. J. Golden, the Provincial Tuimni- 
gration Agent, has gone out with a 


train load of hervesters for the 
northwest section of the C.P.R., 
where a large number are required. 


He will remain with them until cvery 
man has secured employment. The 
Provincial Government has several 
men engaged in the work of distrib- 
uting harvesters.

The Liberal Critic Compares It With the 
Darkest Stain of the War Between 
England and America—Mr. Cham-

London, Aug. 16.—The waning ses- 
sion of the House of Commons 
enlivened yesterday by a vigorous 
tilt between Sir William Vernon Har- 
court (Liberal) 
lain, the Colonial Secretary, 
Lord Kitchener’s proclamation. 
William characterized it as a ~“‘mis- 
Chieyous document, the inspiration 
of neither Lord Kitchener nor Lord

Milner, but of the ministry of Na- 
tal.” 
He declared the government, in 


arming the natives, was reverting to 
@ practice which had left the darkest 
stain on the history of the war be- 
tween England and America. The 
new policy of the government prom= 
ised to be neither creditable nor ef- 
fective, and was in contravention of 
all the fundamental principles of the 
St. Petersburg convention. 

The country would welcome an 
ente-adjournment statement on the 
status of the war, on which they 
were still spending £5,000,000 a 
month, although it was declared end- 
ed at the close of the last session. 

Mr. Charnberlain said the war sta- 
tus was clearly indicated by Lord 
Kitchener’s weekly reports. He him- 
sel had gone out of the prophesying 
business, but he assured the speaker 
that the government’s attitude was 
the only method of ending the war. 

The Colonial Secretary declared 
that the use of native troops was uo 
new policy. It had been pursued with- 
out adverse criticism. The 
troops in China had been co-oper- 
ating with the troops of five of the 
highest civilized powers. 

Regarding the banishment of burgh- 
ers, Mr. Chamberlain said Great 
Britain had “‘a perfect right to cn- 
act whut laws she chose for the yov- 
ernment of a coumtry acquired by 
conquest. The Boers must be taught 
that they can no longer carry on 
Guerrilla warfare at no personal risk, 
while Great Brftain fed their woien 
and children.” 

He compared the condition in 
South Africa and the Philippines, 
and said the policy of America was 
declared by Gen. MacArthur’s 


pro- 
Camation, and would certainly be 
the policy of Great Britain if the 
Campaign degenerates into a war of 


banditti. 

Regarding the devastation policy, 
Mr. Chamberlain said it was nothing 
compared with Gen. Sherman’ 
paign. He had talked with Gen 
man himself, and Sherman justified 
his action on the ground of human- 


ity. 

Mr. Chamberlain also caid there 
was no foundation for the report | 
that Lord Kitchener was  coiming 


home. 

Mr. Asquith denied that there was 
any question of international law 
involved in Lord Kitchener's procla- 
qoation. ‘The people of those terri- 
tories are both de jure and de facto 
the King'a subjects, and the procla- 
Mation is a warning on the lines of 
the option given to the inhabitants 
of Alsace-Lorraine at the end of the 
Franco-German war.’ 

Mr. Balfour, replying, declared 
that not a horse or a man would be

Strike-lreakers at Monessen. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 19—A party of 
strike-breakers brought up from the 
South by special’ train were safely 
delivered in the steel mill in Mones- 
sen early yesterday morning, and the 
United States Steel Corporation ex- 
pects to add that plant to the num- 
ber running partly or in full with 
non-union men within the next 24 
hours. The Carnegie properties also 
resumed last night without @ break 
in the forces operating them, and 
that fact, joined with a promise of 
an early start at Monessen, leads 
the steel officials here to take a 
very hopeful view of the situation. 
The strikers claim that men enough 
to start the Monessen mills cannot 
be obtained, and that they have not 
yet shown their hand at Duquesne 
and the other Carnegie plants. but 
Promise that later developments will 
indicate their strength to better ad- 
vantage. 

The strain of the strike is telling 
on the physical strength of President 
Shaffer. He was ill yesterday, nnd 
kept to his bed most of the  tinte. 
He declined to see any of the many 
callers who sought him and his wife, 
who met them in his stead, explained 
thut he was worn out and sick and 
must have rest in order to carry’ on 
his work. 

There was talk Jast night of the 
possibility of an extension of the 
strike to other trades. The struc- 
tural iron workers and bricklayers 
are becoming directly interested:

Per- 
haps the - meaning of this language 
will be more clearly understood by 
quoting number 21 of the resolutions 
of the Parliament. of Canada, which 
formed the basis of the Act of Con- 
federation, and which reads: ‘No 
reduction shall be made in the num- 
ber of members returned by any sec- 
tion unless its population shall have 
decreased relatively to the popuJa- 
tion of the whole union to the ex- 
tent of 5 per centum.’ Assuming 
that the final figures of population 
will not materially change the pro- 
portion of the population of On- 
tario to the rest of the Dominion, it 
appears to be certain that no réeduc- 


tion whatever will be made 
in the present representa- 
tion of that Province in 
Parliament. According to the cen- 


sus of 1891 the population of On- 
tario to that of the whole country 
Was as 1,000 to 2,296, while by the 
present census the proportion is as 
1,000 to 2,458. This makes the 
proportion of reduction about  one- 
thirty-second, which, being less than 
one-twentieth, of course brings On- 
tario within the operation of the 
saving clause of the act, and not lia- 
able to any disturbance of its pre- 
sent representaticn Assuming the 
population of Ontario to stand at 
the figures now published, the total 
population of Canada must be  in- 
creased to 5,600,000 before any re- 
duction can be made in the represen- 
tation of Ontario.

BOTHA’S CONCENTRATION, 


Hias Been Construed to Mean That He 
May Surrender to Lord Kitchener—I. 
N. Ford Deubts. 


London, Aug. 19.—The Sun on Sat- 
urday says it hears that the concen- 
tration of Gen. Botha’s forces at 
Hondweni, on the borders of Zulu- 
land, announced in a despatch from 
Durban Friday night, which said 
Lord Kitchener was moving with a 
strong force on the place, does sot — 
foreshadow o fight with Botha, but 
his surrender, in pursuance of an un- 
derstanding reached between Gen. 
Botha and Lord Kitchener. 

The Sun udds that the government 
is so satisfied that the war is virtu- 
ally over that Lord Milner, now on 
his way back to South Africa, has 
in his pocket the draft of a complete 
constitution and plans for the future 
government of the annexed territor- 
ies.

Ops Gouncil_ In Session 


THE GOVERNMENT GRANT FOR 
GOOD ROADS SYSTEM 


Explained by a County Council Depu- 
tation—A Dangerous Railway Cross- 
ing, and Other Matters 
A regular meeting of Ops Connell 

was held ou Monday, Aug. 26tli; all 

the members being present. A num- 

ber of communications and bills were 

read und considered. ‘ 
Dangerous Railway Crossing. 


Mr. Chris. Chittick called the at- 
tention of Council to w railway 
crossing near Mr. Parkin's mill, 


which Is exceedingly dangerous, ov- 
ing to its being much lower than 
the wagou road. The traffic over 
this crossing ix very great in win- 
ter to vnd from the river, and the 
danger is then increased by the ac- 
cumulation of snow in the depres- 
sion. There were some narrow 
scapes there last winter and he 
thought the Council should see that 


ihe railway company Iniprove the 
crossing : 
The k was instructed to noti- 


fy Ube company and request that the 
DEeCZssary Impruvemeuts be made. 

Mr. John ©. Naylor asked thit the 
road ditch at his place, lot 19, con 
2, be cleaned out to give him an 
outlet to drain No. 1. 

The Council instructed Comnission- 
er Hickson to yiew the place and 


clear the way if beneficial to the 
road. Mussrs. William Grace and 


John Wilson addressed the Council 
op the necessity of draining the 
rortl-eastern part of the township 
and produced a petition from some 
of the ratepayers interested. ‘The 
Reeve explained that they might pro- 
ceed under the Ditches and Water 
Courses Act if the scheme would not 
cost oyer a thousand dollars; sther- 
wise they would have to resort to 
the Municipal Drainage Act, and that 
in any case the engineer, if called, 
would carry the water to a suffi- 
cient outlet. Mr. Wilson then asked 
that the $15 yoted last year lor ao 
drain near his land be expended tliere 
this season. The Council complied 
with his request. 

Mr. D. Fitzpatrick addressed the 
Council saying that owing tu a de- 
fect in the tiled part of drain No. 
1 crossing a part of his land, his 
crops had been seriously damaged by 
backwater; he had endeavor21] to 
open a passage with only partial 
success. He claimed at least $20 
coup=nsation for his loss. Counci 
ler Hickson said his -demand was 
yery reasonable, that he was a 
heavy taxpayer to the drain and 
shoulda be allowed fair compensation. 

The Reeye said others alone the 
way were affected by lodged water 
ioo, and while he was not opposed 
to justice being done Mr. litzpatrick, 
he suggested that it be left to the 
engineer to decide when the drain 
is being completed. Mr. Fitzpatrick 
assented and then withdrew. 

Mr. D. Cay complained of lodg- 
ed water on first concession line, 
lot 17, and said’ the only ayailable 
outlet was eastward across his land 
about 75 rods: He was willing to 
pay a share of the cost of putting 
in a six-inch tile drain. The Reeve 
-said the Conneil could not legally 
make such expenditure unless the 
road required it; if Mr. Cayley desir— 
ed the work done he could cali on 
the engineer, then the townsiip and 
lands affected would have to pay 
their share of the cost. 

Drain No. 1 to be Completed. 

The Clerk was on motion jnstruct- 
ed to notify the township engineer 
that drain No. 1 was ready for com- 
pletion and that the Council want- 
ed it finished as soon as possiple.

Warden Graham, Uouveillors Bry- 
ans and itobertson and Mr. McNeiltie 
County Clerk, addressed the Council 
during the afternoon session. The 
Warden said he had been deputed by 
the County Council to ¢ the 
several lownship councils the 
county when in session in order to 
place before them the manner in 
which they might avail themselves 
of a just share of the million dollars 
which the legislature had appropr- 
ated for the improvement of high- 
ways throughout the province. THe 
came as o representative of the 
Counts Council, not of his cwn par- 
ticular division, and did not want to 
furce hie own views on any of the 
township councils, but would simply 
tell them how the goyernne 
posed to apportion the money. 
the basis of distribution adopted the 
County of Victoria would be entitled 
to $25,500, which would be Inersas- 
ed to three times that sum by tho 
County issuing debentures for twice 
thal sum at 81-2 per cent. for 30 
years. This would give a total sun 
of $76,500 for county roads, and an 
annual county levy of $3,588 would 
liquidate the debentur principal 
and inte-est, in 30 years.

An Angry Mob Made an Attempt to Lynch 
Amos Myles. 


St. Catharines, Aug. 28.—An an- 
gry mob made an attempt Monday 
night to lynch Amos Myles, a one 
legged fisherman, who resides at the 
mouth of the 15-mile Creek. Myles 
had been hanging around the Gentry 
circus on the Fair Grounds, talking 
to little girls and giving them money 
to buy candy, and between 6 and 
7 o'clock in the evening enticed 
Emily Day, the 11-year-old daughter 
of Edward Day of Russell avenue, to 
go with him into the grand stand. 
Two other circus employes saw him, 
and caught him. He was immediate 
ly surrounded by an angry crowd 
and several men seized a rope and 
wound it around Myles’ netk. 

“Lynch him,"’ shouted the crowd, 
and a dozen eager hands laid hold 
to perform the operation, when Man- 
ager Gentry appeared and persuaded 
the men to turn Myles over to the 
Police. 

When the news was spread abroad 
the feeling against Myles became al- 
most desperate. Men congregated 
in groups, and a plan was concocted 
to carry out the threat which had 
been previously foiled. It was 
agreed that at a stated time a false 
alarm should be sent in, and when 
that drew the police from the sta- 
tion a rush should be made to secure 
the prisoner and string him up. 

At 11.55 an alarm was sent in and 
crowds were gathered -on James 
street, at King and Church, to carry 
out the plan. -But the police were 
Prepared, having received a hint of 
the proceedings, and stood guard at 
the station.

Winnipeg, Aug. 21.—Hugh Mclkel- 
lar, chief clerk of the Agricultural 
Department, is out with a letter last 
evening defending the Government 
and GC. P, R, in the matter of har- 
vesters’ excursions and the question 
of employment, 

We says: ‘‘For several, years: this 
matter has been considered by Mr. 
Stitt of the C. P. R. Passenger De- 
partment, and myself, ond we have | 
invariably come to the conclusion 
that it was best to leave those com- 
ing alone, not to interfere with them 
trying to place them from Winnipeg. 

“The general plan of distribution 
cannot be changed. Those who come, 
knowing where they are going, must ! 
be allowed to go on. As to locating 
the others, every practical method is 
now being employed by the C.P.R. 
and government officials. Telegraphic 
despatches aro received daily by the 
C.P.R. and G.N.R, officials, advising 
how the supply.and the demand are 
for the day. This information is 
promptly acted upon. Agents are 
sent out with trains to assist in lo- 
cating as required. 

“Mr. Scott,, provincial immigra- 
tion agent, went to Brandon Jast 
week as soon as it was known that 
there were too many there and suc ~ 
ceeded in locating all. Mr. Golden, 
another immigration agent, was busy 
along the line of the M. & N.W. 
since Wednesday of last week, re 
turning on Saturday. Now, he left 
on Monday morning again with a 
train load and stays with them un- 
til all are located on that branch. 
And other men will stay with the 
work until every “man is placed. 
There are also many prominent men 
written to in the province to render 
all assistance possible in locating 


men. 7 
“The difficully has only occurred 
during the last few days. I might 


suy, since Friday last, and has not 
been from want of organization, but 
from the fact that the heaviest rush 
of work is not yet on. A few days 
more and a little patience and the 
work with the present organization 
will be completed. I have given this 
explanation simply to show that ad- 
verse criticism of the work being 
done by the C.P.R. and the govern- 
ment officials is mot merited.’’ 
Replying to Mr. McKellar’s letter 
The Free Press says editorially: 
“No one wanted the Local Govyern- 
ment ‘authorities to bother about 
incoming laborers who had their 
plans laid.

But why 
not make the duties not merely 
twice, but ten times greater, ?

IS MARRIAGE GOING OUT OF 
FASDION? 
— ji 

The other day a good priest in 
Maryland complained bitterly that 
few of his people married, and that 
undesirable social conditions resalt- 
ed. In Ontario some good people 
have recently expressed great ap- 
prehension that adecreasing birth- 
rate means disaster for the coun+ 
iry, and the publication of the cen- 
sus figures has led to a rene-val of 
the discussion thereupon. It is, how- 
eyer, hardiy necessary to take in- 
to account the alleged slight dimiau- 
tion in the birth-rate in dealing 
with the census figures; the move- 
meut of population is too great to 
enable us to rightly estimate such 
a small factor. 

But it is not in Ontario alone that 
the questions of marriage and birth- 
rate are being discussed. In the 
Uniied Kingdom the subjest is one 
that has been receiving the att2ation 
of social economists, and it is found 
that to a greater, or less extent the 
institution of marriage is on the de- 
cline. 

What a dreadful thing it would b> 
if Iymen got rid of his forge and 
supply of matrimonial fetvers and 
went out of business, and babies 
went the. way of the dodo and the 
great auk i 
ple view a falling birth-rate with 
alaria and find only an occasional 
gleam of hope in an old-fashioned 
family of twelve to sixteen ! 

Seriously, however, there appears 
te be reason to concinde that mar- 
tiages are fewer than formerly; 
that ag a rule they are delayed till 
later in life and thal smaller faniitles 
are the result. There are several 
causes to account for this state of 
things, which is not by any means 
an unmixed eyil. Mar goa is now 
viewed more seriously, and is not so 
often rashly entered upon. In so far 
as this is due to an appreciation of 
the responsibililies attaching to it; 
there is a clear gain. Reson Is 
surely weli used in tempering the 
passion of two young people fur each 
other especially when consequences 
so important to society are con- 
cérned. ‘Their mutual adaptation, 
means ol sapport and the future of 
possible progeny are matters that 
shocld be well weighed And over- 
young unions are not to be encour- 
aged. Atter ali due allowance has 
been mide for “true love’ and “im- 
pelling affection,” there is still a 
large margin for the operation of 
common sense. 

But while there has been much 
that is benefizent operating in bring- 
ing about the changes spoken of, 
there have been other influences 
that are not to be yiewed syith so 
much satisfaction. Woman has in- 
yaded most branches of industry, to 
the displncement of man, and in ex- 
aetiy that proportion she has lost 
her purel feminine and domestic 
preeminence. Weylo not propose here 
and now to discuss the whys and 
wherefores of that part of the ques- 
tion; we merely record what ever) 
ody knows to be a fact. Nor is 
thit al!. Woman's ideas of comfort 
have clianged, and too many of them 
wish to begir where their parents 
found themselves after years of ta- 
bor and saving. Love in a cottage 
is so romantic—in a story book; but 
your modern girl prefers a brown 
stone front and the accessories of 
luxury, fvom the Wilton carpet, paid 
for al $1 a weck, to the cheap piano, 
with a chattel mortgage on it. And 
this femjnire inyasion of offices, 
sliops, flores and faclories means 
less work for (he young men, and 
lower pay for those employed, fewer 


marringes and more bachelors and 
“left-over, fewer cosy hones and 
rosy cheeked bables, and more lons- 


jy people in cheerless boarding 
houses: fewer bright and hapyy mo- 
thers, and more women broken down 
before their fuil development by un- 
womanly work; more independence 
(saye the mark 1!) and less mantiness 
and ywomantliness.

THE SPREADING OF THE PUBLIC 
OWNERSHIP. IDEA. 
(Toronto Star.) 

The question of municipal owner- 
ship of municipal servces is being 
discussed almost continuously all 
over America and Europe,-and the 
actual progress the idea 1s,making 
is well shown in a general summary 
made by Edwin Barrit Smith im Self- 

Culture. Me says: 

Of the fifty largest ci 
United States, but nine now depend 
on priyate waterworks, these being 

‘an Francisco, New Orleans, Omaha, 
Denver, Indianapolis, New Hayeu, 
Paterson, Scranton, and Memphis. 
While about 200 cities haye changed 
from private to public osynership, 
only about 20 haye returned from 
public to private ownership. Over 
half the changes to public owner- 
ship haye been made since 1899, and 
only about. one-third of the reyerse 
Changes within the same period. Gas 
plants arc owned and operated by 
168 English cities, 335 Serman 
cities, by Brussels and Amsterdam, 
and by 11 American cities. 
lighting plants are owned and oper- 
ated by nearly 300 American muni- 
cipalities, by many English’ and 
Austrian cities, and by 12 German 
cities. Fully one-third of the Bng- 
lish street railways are publicly 
owned and operated, 
Glasgow, Leeds, Sheffield and Lon- 
don and but few expiring franchises 
are renewed. 

Toronto has her public waterworks 
system werking well, and no person 
woul. be Jistened to who suggested 
a return to private ownership. 
There is a strong and growing pub- 
lic opinion in fayor of -municipaliz- 
Ing the gas seryice, while !t Is gen- 
erally conceded that the city had 
made a mistake — notwilhstanding 
the enlightened bargain made—when 
the street railway as leased ten 
years ago. If it fell into the cily’s 
hands to-day it would not be turned 
over to a cOmpany on any terius. 
There are many who regret that 
Mayor Howland appears to take no 
interest at all in public ownership, 
and they will hold this against hin 
when the time comes to record their 
judgment of him. By his indifference 
ho has delayed progressive move- 
ments thnt were yell under way 

The gas, clectric light, electric 
power telephone, teleeraph, and 
trausportation services all seem dex-

tined ju the future to be publicly 
owned. As privately owned these 
services are used to confer fortuics 


apon the few instead of benefit upon 
the many, and the people are grow- 
ing wiser Vhan they -were.

REMARKABLE UNIFORMIT 
OF THE DECREASE IN 
RURAL DISTRICTS. 


Districts Decrensed 
ait aes Centres Increased—A 
Careful Review of the Figures 

An analysis of the sensus figures 
for Ontario will show with what re- 
markable uniformity the population 
haa decreased in the older rural dis- 
tricte and increased in tho urban 
centres and the newer regions. 
creases occur in threc classes of dis- 
iricts; those which contain re- 
gecurces which have recently begun to 
be exploited, such as Algoma; dis- 
tricte which have developed some in- 
dustrial asset, soch as the Niagara 
frontier, and constituencies whith 
contain growling cities or towns of 
ihe larger class, of which the coun- 
ty of York is the most conspleugus 
cxample. Putting it in another way, 
the portions of the vroyince which 
border on the lower Jakes, with few 
exceptions, show decreases, while the 
jnterior and the Lake Snperior and 
eastern Georgian Bay shores show 
increases. This rule is not absolute, 
put is a rough expression of the 
facts. In otber words, Old Ontario 
for the moment has reached the itm!t 
of growth other than urban, and 
new Ontario’s period of expansion 


has commenced. 3 

Looking at the details of the fig- 
ures, It will be observed that, with 
one exception, the counties upon the 
St. Lawrence river show decreases. 
Glengarry, Cornwall and Stormont, 
Dundas, North Grenville, South Leeds 
and Frontenac show an aggregate 
decrease of 3,251, while Brockville 
has increased by 149. It will be ob- 
served that the town of Brockville is 
in the constituency of thal nanie, 
and, while details for this town naye 
not yel been given out, we may ex- 
pect to find it possessing an  in- 
crease greater than that of the con- 
stitucncy In which it is placed. 

On the other land, ‘the Ontario 
side of the lower Ottawa valley 
shows on the whole a pronounced 
increase. The counties which show 
increases are; Prescott, Russeli, 
Carleton, Leeds and Grenville, and 
their total increase is 9,889. Against 
these are to be set decreases of 
1,461 in the two Lanarks. The net 
increase thus is 7,928: 

The Bay Quinte constituencies 
show decreases, Lennox, East and 
West Hastings and Prince Edward 
haying decreased by 5,275. Simi- 
larly, the Lake Ontario counties as 
far west as Toronto show severe 
losses, the NorthumUerlands, Dur- 
hams and East and West Ontario 
having lost no less than 13,577. 
East and West York appear in the 
lists as haying gained, the 
egate increase «amounting to 
81. Of this fully 15,000 must be 
credited to the city of Toronto, while 
the gains of Toronto Junction and 
the several communities in close 
touck wilh Toronto must be count- 
ed. The counties at the head of the 
lake. Halton, Peel and Wentworth, 
iow decreases aggregating 4,732. 
When we get to the Naigzara fron- 
we find a change, Lincoln and 
Niagara and Welland having a gain 
of 1,504. The influence of the fruit 
farming of the former constituency 
and of the new power developments 
in Welland will at once ocear ns an 
explanation of this. As a matter of 
fact St. Catharines has an ‘ncrease 
of 776 and Niagara Falls town of 
895, s0 that the rural portions of 
these counties, as well as the smaller 
towns, have decreased. 

The Lake Erie tier of counties, un- 
til Kent is reached, has almost the 
Same showing, Haldimand. the Nor- 
folke and West Elgin show a decreage

includes Stratford, where the in- 
crease has been “458. The gains In 
this group of counties thus are seen 
to be exclusively urban, and to be 
accompanied by losses in the cural 
districts. As for tho reniainder of 
the constituencies tn the peuinsula, 
those to the southwest of the Brant- 
ford- Stratford tier of constituencies, 
West Middlesex, tha Oxforda, South 
Perth, and Wentworth and Brant 
show losses of 7,271, while those 
porth of it, Cardwell and the three 
Wellingtons have lost 6,905. The 
Lake Simcoe constituencies, North 
York South Simcoe, North Ontario, 
te which may be added the Victorias, 
show losses of 3,729. + 

It wili thus be seen that the dis- 
tricts In Older Ontario which have 
escaped losses are, in the St. Law- 
rence Valley, Brockville, “ whish in- 
cludes a large and growing town: 
on Lake Ontario, (he district Imuoied- 
jately affected by Toronto; on the 
Niagara frontier, the Niagara pen- 
insula proper, which has developed 
certain new industries, aud in which 
the increases is made up by the two 
chief centres;-on Lake Erie, th» 
district in which St. Thomas is situ- 
on the Detroit Irontier, a 
region of great wealth, wlose de- 
velopment Is still In progress, on the 
Georgian Bay, the cotistituencies in 
which are Owen Sound and Midland ; 
and in the interior of the western 
peninsula the districts which con- 
tain. the growing centres of London, 
Brantford, Galt, Berlin, Waterloo 
and Stratford. To return to) the 
east, the lower Ottawa Valley shows 
considerable growth, with the ex- 
ception of the Lanarks. » % 

When we turn to the northern dis- 
tricts of Ontario we are confront- 
ed with an entirely different situ- 
ation. The tier of central districts, 
the Peterboros, North Hastings and 
Addington, all haye grown, the» in- 
creases being 3,777. In West, Pet- 
erboro the increase is only two- 
thirds that of the town of Peter- 
boro; te the east are mining areas 
under development. Going further 
north, we find-the Renfrews showing 
an increase of 3,422. This connty 
contains no Jarge urban centres, but 
it will be remembered that the new 
Ottawa, Arnprior & Parry Sound 
line rune through this county and 
has opened a new country. 

Wien we go on one step further, 
north upon the map we find very 
heavy gains. Nipissing has gained 
; Muskoka and Parry Sound, 
7,207 ; Algoma, 18,980; total for the 
new Ontario, a Zain of 41,487- This 
vast area contains, of course, the 
Grealer portion of the new Parry 
Sound to Ottawa railway, an im- 
mense lumbering area, mach new 
agriculturai land, and by far the 
greater {portion of our mineral 
wealtii. 
and powerful reason for the 
creases recorded. [ti is indeed si 
ular that nearly 45,000 of the 
crease matie by Ontario should come 
from the new, Ontario. 

The Globe has already dwelt upon 
the fact that economle changes, such 
as the introduction of machinery 
and the adoption of mixed farming, 
have resulted in @ reat decrease in 
the amount of Jabor needed on the 
farms of cld Ontario, and have aec- 
cordingly brought about a propor- 
tionate decrease of population. The 
singniar uniformity with which jn 
eastern, central and Western 
tario the rural districts have 
population eniphasizes this point. 
The farme of old Ontario are as 
Carefully tilled as ever» Th yy earn 
considerably more monéy than they 
did len years or more ago. There 
ore fewer farmers to. share this in- 
creased income, and so they are bel- 
ter off on two counts. While the 
Tural districts everywhere, except on 
the Detroit frontier and in the Ot- 
tawa Valley, have receded in popula- 
tion, al! of the cities exi ept one 
haye made heayy gains, and, exactly 
as is to be expected, under such clr- 
cumstances, no smal! portion of tha 
population displaced from the farms 
of oid Ontario appears to have flow- 
ed into the newer’ distric 3, whose 
varied resources are just beginning 
to be exploited. The process ig so 
uniform as to sel forth most clear- 
ly how eminently natural it is.— 
Globe.

London, Aug. 27.—Anothter des- 
patch from Lord Kitchener, says: 

“Since Aug. 19, 32 Boers have 
been killed, 138 have been made pri- 
souers and 185 have surrendered, in= 
cluding Kruger, a nephew of the ex- 
President. 

“The columns are meeting with no 
appreciable opposition in Cape Col- 
ony. The rebels and armed bands 
are hiding and avoiding our columns 
with some success, Gen. Beaton 
alone having been in contact with 
the commando of Scheeper, whom he 
is driving north.’’ 

Interview With Kruger. 


London, Aug. 27.—The Daily Tele- 
graph publishes to-day a long inter- 
view with Mr. Kruger at Hilversum 
on Lord Kitchener's latest proclam- 
ation. He contended that Lord Kit- 
chener’s proclamation itself recogniz-~ 
ed that the Boers had a regular ad- 
ministration and army. The pro- 
clamation could have but one effect 
—to embitter and intensify resist- 
ance.

With- the mob of track 
blockaders at a suburb on the line 
of the Mlmois Central. Standiaz on 
the cew-catcher, revolver in hand, 
he removed obstructions as they ap- 
peared antil the train was ciear of 
iroubie. Mr. Starks is a six-footer, 


‘massively bulit turning tha scales 


at 250 pounds, and is cool and dster- 
mined in character. 

Three intimidating shots were fir- 
ed at him one day. The next morn- 
ing an incoming milk train was cap- 
tured by the strikers, when the en- 
gine was detached and sent dash- 
Later a mail 
train came down the line. Starks 
procecded to remove obstructions; 
Coupling pins and links were thrown 
at him, and finally two suots were 
fired. Starks rep! to the last one, 
hitting and killing his man, and 
wounding another.~- He escaped duwn 
the track as the traly pulled out. 

Since that time Mr. Starks tried to 
round up three train robkers in a 
barn at Purnaceville and was shot 
in the iwnovuth, the 42 calibre bullet 
lodging in the neck. Some of his 
escapes have been maryellous. A 
burly negro once tried to carve him 
up with a razor, and on another oc- 
casion two highway men held him up 
with a Colts revolver. He knocked 
the weapon up in the air and grab- 
bed the astonished robvers who were 
afterwards sent to prison.

When the vessel struck the water 
rushed in on him and he set up @ 
big howl, and being immediately un- 
der the sailors’ quarters, one of 
them thoughtlessly rushed down and 
opened the compartment, which al- 
lowed the sea to come rolling into 
the hold, carrying the body of the 
stowaway and the sailor with it. 
This was done without the cap- 
tain’s knowledge, and I think ex- 
cused him for thinking the vessel 
would float several hours, which it 
would have done had the water-tight 
compartment not been opened, and 
he could have beached her in a small 
bay about three miles away.” It 
Was established that if the pilot had 
carried out his intention he »could 
have gotten her on the beach with- 
out the loss of any lives except the 
stowaway.

C.P.R. Railway Lands Patented. 


Ottawa, Aug. 24.—The Department 
of the Interior report, in connection 
with the patenting of railway lands 
in Manitoba and the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, that there has been patent- 
ed to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company up to date about nine mil- 
lion acres, comprising lands on the 
main line and also a portion south 
of it as well as a large quantity in 
Northern Alberta. The Department 
has also patented practically all the 
lands under the land grant to the 
Alberta Railway and Coal Company. 
This comprises about one million one 
hundred thousand acres. The Cal- 
gary & Edmonton have received pat- 
ents for 45,000 acres. This makes 
over ten million acres for the bulk 
of which patents have been issued 
since February last.

AFTERMATHOF WRECK 


Passengers Charge Bad Man- 
agement Against Officers. 


ONE SAYS THE PILOT WAS DRUNK 


Another That Boats, Capable of Molding 


26 or 30 Kach, Pulled Away Drom 
the Stricken Vessel With Few 
fn Them and the Greater 


Number of Those Lost still 
a 


on Its Deck, 
Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 21.—The 
remainder of Islander’s  pussengers 
camo down on tho steamer Farallon 
Monday and bring further details of , 
the disaster. Some of the men state 
that in the confusion which rvignéd 
some of the lhvats got nway with 
only a few in them, ‘The stcamer's 
complement was six boats and were 
capable of holding 25 or 30 cach, in 
addition to two rafts, yet the fact 
remains, when the last boat pulled 
off the greater number of those lost 
were on the deck. ‘This is jartly ac- 
counted for by the fact that few | 
realized the immensity of the danger 
and were caught by the rapidly ris- 
ing water, which mounted so quick- 
ly that all those who had not life 
preservers were not able to escape 
suction as the steamer went down. 
Ed. Young of this city said: ‘I 
heard distinctly cries of ‘bring back 
the boat,’ and saw one pull away 
with six men in it, most of whom 
were the crew. I stood on the 
steamer’s deck beside Mrs. J. H. 
Ross and her niece and child, and 
called to the men to put in the wo- 
men and child, but it did not stop 
and pulled away. Jn a jinute or so 
the water forced us to climb for- 
ward, the deck being an angle of 
about 45 degrees. Very shortly af- | 
ter the boat blew up end I was 
hurled away from them end aithough 
they -had life preservers on them, 
they did not survive. I :hyself was 
unconscious when picked up after 
being in the water 34 hours. Some 
of those whe got away from the 
vessel died from exposure. J. G. 
Morgan, well-known insurance agent 
of Winnipeg, had a very narrow  es- 


cape, being drawn by the vortex as 
the vessel went dowp under _ 
the water. His life preseryer 
saved him, though he was uncon- 


scious for some time after ie 
rescued. 

Second Officer Powell made a state- 
ment Monday night that he and Cap- 
tain Foote got on a raft after leav- 
ing the steamer, which sank under 
the mud. The passengers on the raft 
badgered the captain so that he 
dropped off and got hold of an oar, 
which kept him up until after day- 
light, when he sank. The second offi- 
cer was threatened with a revolver 
in the hands of one of the passengers 
and slipped from the raft, getting 
hold of a cabin door, from which he 
Was taken in the morning. | 

Says Pilot Was Drunk. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 21.—L. S. 
Robe, one of the passengers.ion the 
ill-fated Islander, wrecked off Doug- 
las Island, returned here with a most 
vivid account .of the terrible disas- 
ter. While he would not consent to 
be quoted on this branch of the sub- 
ject, his demeanor unmistakably in- 
dicated that he believes the officers 
of the Islander were derelict in their ' 
duty. Indeed, the charge is being 
more or less freely made by the sur- 
vivors that officers of the vessel had 
been drinking heavily. The vessel, 
too, had not aboard the marine law 
requirements, in the quantity and 
character of lifesaving equipment. 
Robe declares that there were 181 
persons on board, including the crew. | 
There are 113 preservers, and he ar-.

List at 41—19 Recovered— 


Some Looting by Indians. 


Victoria, B. C., Aug. 24.—With her 
flags at half mast and the caskets of 
some of the dead of the Islander dis- 
her decks, the C. P. R. 


aster on 
steamer Ilating returned from the 
north yesterday. She was met by 


over 500 people, although there had 
been no waraing of her coming. The 
scenes attendant to the landing of 
the bodies were pitiful. As one af- 
ter another of the five caskets were 
carricd ashore there were p!aintive 
cries from the assembled relatives as 
they hurried forward to clatm their 
dead. 

Governor J. H. Ross, administra- 
tor of the Yukon, who started from 
Dawson as soon as the wires told 
him the dreadful news from Ska- 
guay, arrived by the steamer ac 
companying the remains of his wife, 
her niece and child. Their bodies, 
together with those of the late Cap- 
tain Foote, master of the lost ves- 
sel, Dr. John A. Duncan and Mrs. 
Minnie Ross were brought to Vic~ 
toria. It is not known whether the 
remains of Mrs. Ross and family will 
be taken east, for it is understood 
that the parents of the dead lady 
here desire that they be interred lo- 
cally.

MI, BELCOURT, M.P., TALKS. 


Says Steamers Like the Islander Run Al- 
tozether Too Fast. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 24—©. ©. Rae of 
Ottawa and Mr. Belcourt, M.P., who 
were on the ill-fated Islander, passed 
through yesterday en route to Ot- 
tawa. Mr. Rae says of the eight who 
sut at the table from Skaguay only 
He got to the rail- 
ing of the Islander as the last boat 
was leaving. 

Mr. Belcourt had to jump 20 feet 
to reach the boat. They landed an 
hour and a half after leaving the 
wrecked vessel. They gave three 
ringing cheers as a signal to other 
boats that they had reached land. 

Mr. Belcourt was told that the 
first boat to leave the wreck was the 
best one and was occupied by seven 
seamen, while it was capable of 
holding 30. Mrs. Ross, and her niece, 
who were drowned, had on life-pre- 
servers. Tifty-five persons were 
drowned. There were 180 on board, 
and only 125 have been accounted 
for.

The proportion of females in all 
convictions for indictable offences 
was slightly larger in 1900 than in 
1899, but very much smaller than in 
previous years, the average for the 
Period 1884-91 having been 8.7 per 
cent., and that for 1900, 5.8 per 
cent. 

With respect to the birthplaces of

is shown in the contributions of 
England, Ireland and Scotland to 
our crime. Criminals from foreign 
countries increased considerably. 

A diminution in Roman _ Catholic 
criminals is shown. Highwater 
mark was reached in 1892, when the 
Roman Catholic criminals made 48.- 
‘7 of the total criminal calendar, 
while at the same time the Roman 
Catholics formed 41.2 of the total 
population. In 1900, however, that 
proportion had fallen to 38.8. 

The tendency, as disclosed by sta- 
tistics, appears to be towards a ha- 


bitual criminal class, which means 
a smaller number of criminals and a 
larger number of repetitions of 
crime. 


The Yukon has contributed to the 
crime of the country, as measured
